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Appalling Results Trains 
Collide at Midnight. 


5 At Least Twenty Persons Known 
to Have Been Killed. 


Of the Forty or More Injured Many 
Will Die, 


THE TRAINS WERE COMING FROM CONEY 
ISLAND TO NEW YORK. 


Ome Crashed Into the Rear of the Other 
Meer Bushwick Junction—The Cars 
Telescoped and Piled on the Sides of the 
Track With the Dead and Dying— 
Partial List of the Wounded—An Em- 
ploye’s Blunder. 


New Your, Aug. Y. — a. m.—The most 
appalling ratiway accident ofthe year took 
place just after midnight at Bushwick 
Junction, near the limits of Long Island 
Olty, at Laurel Hin. 

The last train of heavily laden passenger 
coaches from Manhattan Beach was biocked 
at the switch for a few moments, and 
while lying on the main track a Rockaway 
train filled with people came tearing along at 
a high rate of speed and crashed into the 
rear of the Manhattan Beach train, telescop- 
ing the cars, piling them on either side of the 
track, and hurling the mangled and crushed 
forms of men and women among the broken 
and derailed coaches. 

The frst report of the calamity that reach- 
ed this city placed the killed at thirty and 
injured at double thas number. 

RELIEF SENT TO THE SCENE. 

A relief train was soon made up at Long 
Island city and run to the scene of the wreck. 
The work of removing the dead and dying 
from the debris of the colliding trains then 
began. 

At 1a. m. sixteen dead bodies, some of them 
terribiy mutilated, were taken from among 
' the broken timbers of the cars and removed 
to Havemeyer’s tin-shop, the nearest buila- 
ing to the scene of the disaster. 

Was soon converted into a temporary 
morgué and the bodies were deposited on 
the floor. ; 

Forty of the most seriously injured were 
conveyed in ambulances and wagons to the 
Long Island city hospital, and physicians 
were summoned to care for them. In all 
probability many of those injured will not 
recover, 

CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. 

Owing to the lateness of the hour at which 
the accident occurred it was exceedingly 
dificult to get any Getails of how it hap- 
pened or the names of the Killed and in- 


jured. .

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Several priests were also called. some of | 


the wounded people Drought in on the relief 
train were in a most pitable condition. 
CRUSHED AND MANGLED. 

Arms and legs were crushed and mangled 
in a horrible manner, in some instances feet 
and hands being almost crushed off and 
the sufferers apparently were at the point 
of death. The physicians who were on the 
scene included Dr. J. B. Kennedy, Dr. Hick- 
man, Drs. McKeon and Valentine. Rev. 
Frs. Foley and Farrelly ministered to the 
dying ones. Many politicians and theatrical 
peopie were among the passengers in the two 
trains. 

The murkiest and most sultry day of the 
year caused greater crowds to gather at 
Coney Island and Rockaway yesterday than 
have been there since the opening of the 
season. The temperature in the city 
was almost unbearable. For the 
greater part of the day there was 
bardly a oreath of air stirring. Eager 
throngs packed the steamboats and trains on 
Au the lines tended towurd New York’s great 
summer annex. The evening was about 
as hot and humid as the day and the 
vast majority of the visitors at the beaches 
lingered near the cool waves until midnight 
or thereabouts before they thought of re- 
turning to the wilderness of brick walks and 
scorching pavements. 

From Ii p. m. on every train which left 
Coney Island or Rockaway was literally 
filled to overflowing with people of all ages, 
sexes and conditions. The rallroad man- 
agers found it necessary to put 
on extra trains to accommodate 
the great multitude which flocked to 
the severai terminals and the iron pliers in 
the late hours. The spirit of unre- 
Strained gayety which characterizes a 
throng of New Yorkers at a seaside outing 
was hardly abated when the tired pleasure 
seekers took their places in the cramped and 
flimsy cars for the homeward journey. It 
was then at Laurel Hill Station that the ac- 
cident causing the loss of many lives oc- 
curred. 

So much confusion prevailed at the spot of 
the disaster that to get any accurate infor- 
mation as to the identity of the dead was ex- 
tremely difficult. 

AT LEAST TWENTY KILLED. 

At 8 a. m. u is said that twenty 
persons at least were killed in the 
rear - end collision at Bushwick 
Junction and it is thought this number will 
be increased by morning, as many are re- 
ported to be in a critical condition. 


THE DOCTORS’ GOOD WORK. 

Dr. Shufelt of the New York Hospital staff 
and Dr. Knapp attended to injured persons 
and rendered invaluable assistance in carry- 
ing the wounded from the relief train at Long 
Island City to st. John's and other hospit- 
als two Cagriages; two ambulances and two 
electric cars were brought into use. In one 
ambulance five persons were taken at once 
and in the electric cars they were laid on the 
floor and onthe seats. Many people who 
were not seriously hurt went to their homes 
in Greenpoint, Long Island City and New 
York by regular conveyances. 

It was said at the scene of the accident 
that the Manhattan Beach train came toa 
standstill on account of fog, which was dense. 
Although they were running on only three 
minutes headway, the Rockaway

frightful crash, and the passengers were 
thrown over theirseats. Men made for the 
Goors. Two men were crushed behind him. 

Dengeles said that the people in the cars 
owe their lives to two uniformed policemen. 
The policemen jumped into the Goorways 
and one cried: ‘Keep still, keep still, boys, 
If you re to get it you'll get it anyway.“ 

The officerg hada great fight to keep the 
crowd quiet. Dengeles says the last two cars 
ot the Manhattan train were mashed into kin- 
dlingwood and that bodies were lying around 
everywhere. Some of the passengers of the 
Rockaway train helped to carry the wounded 
into the chemical works. Dengeles 
saw twelve persons taken there, 
some dead, and some hurt. He saw the 
headless body of a young woman. The killed 
and injured, he says, were all on the Man- 
hattan train. He does not think any of the 
Rockaway patsengers were seriously injured, 
but all were shaken up and bruised. 

H. Nawoptsay, who plays a horn in Sousa’s 
Band, was on the Manhattan Beach train. 
He says that the collision broke the 
coupling between the second and 
third cars from the last, that the 
front of the train ran ahead, leaving the 
two cars with the wounded and dead 
passengers behind. He was in one of the 
rear cars and was thrown out on his head. 
He thinks everybody in the last twocars 
was either killed or more or less tnjured, 

One of the injured is John McManus, of 748 
Sixth avenue, a fioristat Manhattan Beach. 
He received a severe scalp wound. 


There were unusual attractions at Manhat- 
tan Beach last night, and the crowd was 
very large. The extra train was rua to help

There was so thick a fog that no 
one could see more than ten pards 
ahead. The railroad men relied on 
the block signal system, which on this 
road is certainiy not sufficient, and 
instead of sending brakemen back with tor- 
pedoes to place on the track, they expected 
the signal tower men to prevent any follow- 
ing train from plunging into the one which 
was at a standstill. 

The rule ofthe road is that the man sent 
back’ shall go the distance of forty- 
eight telegraph poles from the rear 
car. One torpedo is the signal for a 
full stop and two torpedoes to slow up. The 
Rock away Beach locomotive climbed up on 
top of the rear car of the Manhattan Beach

the crowd poured into Washington street 
one tall young officer, getting ahead ofthe 
squad, charged the north side of the street 
alone, driving 800 or 400 men before him. He 
whacked the young fellows with his stick anda 
they made great speed in getting out of his 
way. 

One of the crowd tripped and fell. As the 
young policeman bent over him to pick him 
up his conpanion, a swarthy fellow, struck 
the officer over the head with his shovel and 
ran. The blade broke the helmet, but the 
policeman did notattempt reprisal except on 
the unfortunate man on the ground, whom he 
kicked with great enthusias 

There was considerabigt ting. Clubs 
were freely used, men @i n knocked 
down and trampled under and some of 
the mob tried to get ndletitne loose paving 
blocks, but the crowd wal too thick for that. 
The mob and thes were driven in 
every direction. 

Inspector Ross was st on the head with 
a paving stone during the fight and knocked 
senseless. After he r a the crowd 
made a rush for him and tied to beat the 
life out of him. His men rallied around, 
however, and beat the mob back. For

A few moments later Mitchell Harourtz, a 
Pole, was arrested, He was wild 
with excitement and vowed he 
would have blood. In his 
pocket was found a murderous-looking re- 
volver and a box of cartridges. As soon as 
Harowitz was arrested his friends rushed to 
rescue him, but weré beaten back, 

As patrol wagons tore by loaded with blue 
coats the mutterirgs broke into loud out- 
cries and bitter threats. ‘‘We will have 
guns the next time, said one, a red-faced, 
poorly dressed man, and the bystanders 
cheered the murderous utterance. 

»The police had no business interfering 
with us,“ shouted a man witha cut on his 
cheek.

FIRST TO FALL UNDER THE BAN 


Anarchist Clau Timmerman Arrested for 
Uniawtul Utterances. 


New YORK, Aug. 26.—The first Anarchist 
to fall under the dan of Supt. Byrnes was 
Charles or Clau Timmerman. He and Emma 
Goldman have Deen sweethearts since Alex- 
ander Berkman, the would-be assassin of 
Henry C. Frick, was sent to prison. The two 
are bitter enemies of John Most and they 
started a new Anarchist organ called Brand 
Fackel (The Flaming Torch). Timmerman 
was with Emma when she made ri n- 
diary speeches in the East Side Malls last 
week. Monday night last he accompanied 
her tothe meeting at Union Square. There 
was a scarcity of speakers and Timmerman 
was called on. His speech was delivered in

When Supt. Byrnes heard, on his return 

from his vacation, that Anarchists were de- 
ing permitted to speak at random, without 
any arrests being made, he took steps to 
bring those who bad violated the law to 
justice. Reports of the different meetings 
and the speeches made there were submitted 
by Mr. wares to Acting District Attorney 
Vernon M. Davis, who held that Timmer- 
man, Emma Goldman and others had made 
themselves amenable to the law by their 
flery utterances. Warrants were promptly 
drawn up and placed in the hands of Inspec- 
tor McLaughlin for execution. Timmerman 
was found walking through Tompkins’ Park 
early this' morning and was taken 
into custody by Detective Sergeants Jacob 
and Krausch. © was taken to police head. 
quarters, where he gave his age as 27, his 
birthplace as Germany, his occupation as 
modeler, and said that he was sing e. He 
whined and protested against his arrest, and 
said that as this wasafree country every- 
body ought to be allowed to speak his mind. 
Supt. Byrnes had a look at Timmerman yes- 
terday and then he was brought down to the 
Tombs Court by Inspector McLaughlin. Tim- 
merman was shabbily clothed. He came to 
New York about two years ago from St. 
Louis. Timmerman was charged with mis- 
demeanor in having violated sec. 451 of the 
penal code. The ada vt on which the war- 
rant was issued was made by Detective 
Sergeant Jacob, who was present when Tim- 
merman made his speech.

Justice Martin will ac- 
cept nothing but good real estate bail for 
Timmerman, and he will take forty-eight 
hours to examine the bond when offered, be- 
fore he willacceptit. If convicted, Timmer- 
man can be sentenced to be imprisoned one 
year and to pay a fine of $250. 

Timmerman’s declaration that he is a 
modeler bringsto mind that Spies, Linge 
and other Chicago Anarchists, who threw 
bombs in the Haymarket square, were all 
modelers. Timmerman somewhat resem- 
bles Spies. 

A warrant is believed to be out for Emma 
Goldman, and she will probably be arrested 
as soon as she isfound. Supt. Byrnes has 
carefully scrutinized her speeches which she 
made at Union Square last Monday night, and 
on the previous Saturday night, and con- 
cluded that her utterances on those occasions 
were not half as bad as those which she has 
delivered for the past twoweeks inthe halis 
of the East Side.

The British steamer Bawnmore, now dis- 
charging coal at Mission No. 2, has a novelty 
aboard in the shape of a stockless anchor 


In fact, she hastwoof them, and they are’ 
hauled up ‘‘chock-a-block’’ to the hawse 
holes in a way to make a sallor feel like kick- 
ing himself for all the risks he has run in the 
way .~ catting and fishing anchors in years 
ne dy. 
he new anchor has no stock and no flukes. 
It consists of a heavy semi-circular mass of 
metal fastened directly to the chain and fur. 
nished with two attachments very similar to 
the old-time flukes, but twisted like the 
flanges of a screw propeller. The anchor 
oan be let go and grounded inside of ten 
seconds and hoisted in less than half a min- 
ute. It will take hold of the hardest bottom, 
andthe anchors, starboard and port, will 
keep a ship in position in the worst weather.

JEFFERSON City, Aug. 28.— Governor Wm. 
J. Stone returned to-day from his Western 
trip. The Post-DisPatcu correspondent saw 
him this morning and asked in regard to the 
convention he has been petitioned by resi- 
dents ot several Western states to call. The 
Governor made the following statement: 

The first time I ever heard of the pro- 
posed convention was duringthe early part 
of last week. On my way to Glenwood, 
Colo., I passed through Leadville about sun- 
rise, and there purchased a morning paper 
published at that place. Inthat paper I 
reada press dispatch from Topeka, Kan,, 
saying that a number of petitions had been 
forwarded from different places to Jefferson 
Oity asking me to call a convention of the 
Governors, and of delegates to be appointed 
by the Governors of certain Western and 
Southern States. That is the first I ever 
heard of the movement. 

Aday or two following my arrival at 
Glenwood 1 was visited by a committee of 
citizens residing at Aspen and Glenwood, 
who presented to me several petitions 
numerously signed, asking me to call a con- 
vention to be composed of Western and 
Southern Governors and delegates to be ap- 
pointed by the Governors, equal to the rep- 
resentation oftheir respective States in Con- 
gress. The objects of the proposed conven- 
tion are set forth in the petition as follows: 

** *Toconsider what shall be done for mutual 
reliefofthe people, for the cultivation of 
commercial relations between them, and 
such other action as may conduce to the 
material welfare and prosperity ofthe com- 
munities involved, looking especially to ar- 
ranging for such trade relations as may ren- 
der this section free of dependence upon the 
Eastern section of the Union in business 
affairs,’

The petitioners further say: ‘We con- 
sider the present an auspcious time for a 
concerted movement to bring the people of 
the Westand South into such united action 
as will protect and foster interests which 
are naturally allied, and to free these sec- 
tions from the unjust and ruinous domination 
ofasection which is largely influenced by 
European politics and methods.’ 

That is substantially the whole position. 
I said to the committee presenting the paper 
that I had never heard of the proposed con- 
vention until I readof itin the Leadville 
paper a day or two previously. and that I hud 
giventothe matter no consideration what- 
ever. Isaid I had for some years advocated 
a better and closer understanding between

home. I said further that I was opposed to 
sectionalism—thatI was for the whole Union;

that section, at the expense and to the 
detriment of the producing States of the 
West and South; that co-operation has made 
the Northeastern States all-powerful; that 
the work they accomplish is in ,effect sec- 
tional, andthatI was as much opposed to 
Sectionalism in the East as in the West— 
more so if possible, because the effect of that 
sectionalism is especially hurtful to the peo- 

le f my own State and the other States 

faving similar interests. I said I was in 
favor ofjust laws and policies that would 
build all the sections on as nearly an equal 
level as possible, ard that I was opposed 
to any policy or any system 
of policies that gives undue advantages 
or undue prestige to one section over an- 
Other; that I desired symmetry and equality 
in the fabric of the Union; that I did not 
want one section lifted above another; that 
I did not want lack of symmetry, lack of 
equality, or top-heaviness in the structure,

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Western and Southern people to consider 
commercial questions of great and special 
interest to them, upon which request I have 
taken no action, nor even expressed an 
opinion as to its feasibility. 

Some people seem to be growing very 
sensitive of late on the subject of Western 
and Southern co-operation. These commer- 
Slal conventions have been held frequently 
in recent years, and nobody thought of char 
acterizing them as treasonable or unpatri- 
otic. Within the last three or four years 
such conventions have been held at 
Kansas City. Topeka, Denver, Galves- 
ton, Memphis, Ogden, Richmond and 
other cities, They were all 
more or less largely attended by delegates 
from many different States and have always 
been conducted with decorum, conservatism 
and with every manifestation of patriotism. 
But the frequency of those meetin and a 
growing tendency in the West and South to 
co-operate inthe preservation and promo- 
tion of their great natural interests seem to 
have excited alarm in certain quarters, 
and hereafter I presume any move- 
ment which promises to accelerate this ten- 
dency will be assailed as fomenting sec- 
tional discord, and therefore ‘‘treasonable’’ 
in character. But this co-operation will 
come in gpite of opposition inside or outside 
of these states. Theold bitterness between 
the Western and Southern States, which has 
been so vigorously and successfully worked 
in the past for selfish ends, is disappearing, 
The day is not distant when these mighty 
States will exercise their proper influence on 
the fortunes of the Republic. 

Ido not know what, if any, steps I shall 
take in response to the petitions received 
asking me to invite the Governors to send 
delegates to aconvention at St. Louis. I see 
by the New York WorLD thatthe Governors 
of the States of Washington, Iowa, Nevada, 
Idaho and Nebraska have expressed a disap- 
proval of the proposed convention. The same 
paper publishes letters of approval from the 
Governors of Oregon and Kansas. 

Ihave not up to this date authorized any 
statement of my position on the subject. 
But Iwill now say that I am distinctly in 
favor, to quote the language of the petitions 
or addresses sent to me, of establishing such 
commercial policies and trade relations as 
may render this section free of „ oe 
upon the Eastern section of the Union in 
business affairs. 

I do not wish to sever trade relations with 
the Eastern States; I desire to cultivate 
them but I am anxious to terminate our 
commercial dependence upon those States. 
I confess to that desire, and I intend to do 
allin my powerto bring it about. If that 
be treason, those who so regard itcan make 
the most of it.“

On Wednesday night they were opposite 
Quogue, when the storm overtook them, It 
was mild at first. but mild as it was the 
Panther had all she could do to keep her 
head straight and her barge in position, 

Every minute the storm grew worse. The 
Panther’s crew struggled gallantly to 
weatherthe gale, but at last the Captain 


said: 
It's either the tow or us, and we've got 


to let her go. 

A big sea made letting her go unnecessary 
just at that moment. The tow lines snapped, 
and by one big wave the Lykens Valley and 
her crew were swept farapart. It was use- 
less to try to get the Panther out to séa in 
the teeth of the gale that was blowing then, 
and anchors werecast outin 15 fathoms of 
water. Lying there six miles off the beach 
at Southampton the steamer weathered 
the gale until 7 o’clock in the 
morning. Then she went down, and the 


crew were left struggling in the water. It 
was 9 o’clock yesterday morning when the 
folks on the beach at Southampton saw the 
barge Lykens Valley being driven in dy the 
waves. A young man named Smith says he 
made out four men in her rigging. He is the 
only one who saw them, The barge was four 
miles out then, 

The life-saving station is not open until 
Sept. 1, but Capt. Nelson Burnett was abo 
and he gathere@ a crew. They follow 
the barge as she drifted and waited 
for her to strike the bar. They strained 
their eyes, but they could see nobody aboard. 
She struck the bar at à point near the center 
of Southampton’s water front, and she had 
not been therea moment whena hesvy sea 
Gashed down on her and she was kindling- 
wood. That one sea finished her. 

When this happened there were more than 
200 of the summer cottagers down on the 
beach. Just about this time there was acry

The water receded and then was 
picked up again and rose higher 
and higher, There was no mistaking now. 
Everybody saw in the center ofthe great 
wave as it rose a man’s body. It was held at 
tull length. The head hung to one side, The 
clothing seemed to have been torn off, but a 
life-preserver was about the waist. The 
wave rose higher and higher. 4s its center 
became convex the man’s body went with it. 
Asit broke the man’s body seemed drawn 
swiftiy to the top and turned over and 
pitched head downward into the sea. 

The crowd stood speechless. Minute after 
minute passed, but the body did not appear 
on the surface. Then the crowd fully re- 
covered its senses. Frank Burnett led and 
half a dozen followed him down in the surf 
up to their waists. The water was dashed 
against them and drove them back. The 
receding water seized them and pulled them 
forward. They joined hands for safety, and 
Burnett on the end clutched for the body 
where apparently the waves had dashed it. 
It was not there, for the water had carried it 
— and it was now being drawn up and up 
again. 

The men stood their ground and watched 
it. Higher and higher it went. There was a 
shout as it turned and was dashed down. It 
was driven within reach of the end man of 
the string, and he seized it. 

A cheer went up from those on shore as the 
men dashed in with the body. It was that 
of a dark-haired man, Dr. Thomas 
pronounced the man dead. Before 
he dad finished his examination there 
was another shout. The waves had brought 
in a second victim. Halfadozema more men 
dashed in this time and got the body. This 
man was brought out alive, but he died five 
minutes later. 

The doctor had just pronounced him dead 
when forthe third time there was a shout.

This was the 
reason for the action taken by the French 
Government.

THE DISTRIBUTION OF COMMON SENSE. 


Probably most of the calamities of the 
civilized world might be averted if com- 
mon sense were more evenly distributed. 
The literal minded man has no perspective 
and one fact is just as important and just 
as significant as another. Such people are 
usually pugnacious because they are ignor- 
ant, andintolerant because they are un- 
able to test their conclusions by shifting 
their point of view. 

An example of this pernicious and pug- 
nacious intolerance is seenina group of 
portraits of Western Congressmen pub- 
lished in Harper’s Weekly entitled ‘tEne- 
mies of the Public Welfare.’’ This means 
of course that these gentlemen do not 
agree with the editor of Harper’s Weekly 
on certain public questions and that in his 
opinion all who do not agree with him are 
enemies of society. Another and more 
common exhibition of this spirit is by 
reiterated assertions that the other man in 
the argument is a fool. After this has 
been repeated a few thousand times the 
reader begins to think there must be 
something in it, especially as he does not 
like to be caught in the company of men 
whose ‘‘intellex’’ are derided by people of 
importance. Individual peculiarities are 
also seized upon as evidence either of 
knavery or foolery on the theory that one 
who is not like everybody else must be a 
designing villain or a raving maniac. 

A wholesome rebuke to this bigotry 
comes from the Springfield (Mass.) Repub- 
lican, a paper which often reminds its 
readers that wisdom is not monopolized by 
persons whose ideas, like their clothes, 
are tailor made. Commenting on the 
rumors concerning the strange races 
dwelling west of the Mississippi, the Re- 
publican says: 

Instead of real news and accurate and un- 
biased descriptions of events and tendencies, 
we get ridiculous stories about Simpson’s 
lack of socks, Peffer’s whiskers and Mrs. 
Lease’s vocabulary. When we should have 
bad penetrating studies of social conditions 
among the farmers, we were given readable 
articies about an Alliance picnic. 

There are more Union veterans in propor- 
tion tothe population in Kansas than any 
other State. Secession, indeed! Get at the 
Original sources concerning this talk about 
commercial separation’’ and one finds 
nothing more terrible advocated by respon- 
sible parties than the buliding up of seaports 
on the gulf, at the expense of New York, Bos- 
ton, Baltimore and Philadelphia, through 


which the great staple products of the West 
and Southwest may be ex ported. 


These healthy words are in pleasing con- 
trast to abuse and ridicule like that printed 
in the Weekly.” Less vituperation and per- 


sonal abuse and more ‘‘ penetrating studies 
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make a fitting and glorious wind- up toa 
series of torture entertainments. Mean- 
while there isa wide field of savage tor- 
tures to be reproduced. It would be well 
to vary thecoarser indulgences of com- 
mon savages with the refinements, the fine 
arts, so to speak, of cruelty said to be 
practiced in the harems of the noble 
faithful and the courts of barbarian kings. 
Strange practices, too, of a cruel, im- 
moral or generally vivious nature, might 
also be presented for the delectation of the 
civilized world at Chicago, that no part of 
the study of man and his ways may be 
neglected. 

If the material of actual life becomes ex- 
hausted fiction will supply all deficien- 
cies. A ‘‘thot-potting’’ party in which 
the actors scream, writhe and die under 
red hot hats of pot metal, described with 
so much gusto by Rider Haggard, would 
certainly bea popular hit. Combining it 
with the cannibal feast and using the pots 
for boiling the victims would be a stroke 
of economy and managerial genius.

A HUND&SED YEARS OF FRANCE. 


Modern history dates ‘from the French 
Revolution. Before that tremendous even 
the People were—in Europe at least—an 
unrecognized, and practically unknown, 
power; rarely or never mentioned in polite 
society, except as a necessary element in 
that divine economy by which ‘‘the few 
were born booted and spurred to ride, and 
the many born bridled and saddled to be 
ridden.’’ Since that event the power of 
the People dominates all other powers; it 
is the uncrowned king of kings, whose 
supreme authority none dare to dispute in 
any civilized country, and whose 
fiat cannot be altogether ignored 
even in half-civilized and wholly des- 
potic Russia. Since that event Monarchy 
and Aristocracy have steadily declined 
and Democracy steadily risen; and if the 
same rate of rise and fall be continued 
during the next hundred years, it can 
hardly be doubted that 1993 will see gov- 
ernment of, forand by the People estab- 
lished throughout Christendom. 

1798 is rightly regarded as the climax of the 
Revolution. Then it was that the accumu- 
lated wrongs of centuries found an awful 
retribution in the Reign of Terror, and the 
mingled blood of the innocent and the 
guilty left an ineffaceable stain upon a 
sacred cause. Well might one of the 
noblest victims of this murderous mania 
exclaim with her last breath—‘‘O Lib- 
erty, what crimes are committed in thy 
name!’’ If the crimes were great, greater 
has been the punishment; and that French 
liberty has survived both, and is to-day— 
to all human appearance—stronger than 
ever, is sufficient proof of its immortality. 
There was a French Republic in 1793, 
and there is a French Republic in 
1898; but between these two what 
marvelous political changes! After 
the first Republic came the Direc- 
tory, then the Consulate, then the Empire, 
then the Bourbon monarchy, then the 
Revolution of 1880 and the Orleans mon- 
archy, then the Revolution of 1848 and the 
second Republic, then the second Hmpire, 
then the Revolution of 1870 and the third 
Republic—which is now in its twenty- 
third year of stormy life. 

No nation, ancient or modern, has ex- 
perienced such strange vicissitudes, such 
wild extremes of fortune, as has France 
during the last century; and he would be 
a rash prophet who ventured to affirm that 
all her trials are ended, and that hence- 
forth she will have only a smooth sea and 
prosperous gales. But one thing seems 
reasonably certain: That greater trials 
than she has had. she. will 
not and can not have; and we 


was worth a dash of currency in the chan- 
nels of trade. 

Inclination to laughter—not the dry 
cackle of forced gayety and hard wit, 
but the relaxing, genial, soul-warming 
laughter of real humor—is a redeeming 
trait of American character. It is. one of 
God’s best gifts and a mainstay of the 
Republic. It saves us from morbid inten- 
sity and ridiculous excess. We can spare 
many brilliant statesmen better than our 
humorists, an@ much flow of impassioned 
oratory better than the rippling laugh.

Of this 600 there is no doubt a ma- 
jority. or very near, of them that will go out 
of business before paying the license. 

Hasn’t Mr. Bell, notwithstanding his other 
admirable qualities as an Kxcise Commis- 
sioner, shown himself a grand old biuffer in 
this matter? Thefirst call he made was for 
the saloon-keepers to have their petitions on 
file by yoy 8, under penalty of prosecution 
etc. Thefirm which the writer is interested 
in went tosome inconvenience to have the 
necessary papers on file, as requested. A 
few days after we received notice that our

Real estate dealers and ulld- 
ing and loan association men are now 
thoroughly aroused to the necessity for 
legal safeguards against such barefaced 
practices as Mrs. Blood was enabled to carry 
on with impunity for two years because of 
the absence of proper official supervision. 
The injury that has been done to the building 
and oan associati 


on business In 
this city by Bogard and Mrs. 
Blood can scarcely be computed. That 
an exconvict and an escaped lunatic could 
under the laws of Missour se for so lon 
as fiduciary agents enjoying the confiednce o 
the rer classes has proved an astounding 
revelation and wrought public optuion to 
such a pitch of indignation that it 
would seem that the time bas at 
last arrived when agitation of the subject 
may serve to bring about a long needed re- 
form. A Post-DisPpaTCH representative 
sounded the loan association men on this 
subject yesterday and found the heads of the 
reputable concerns of this character a unit 
in favor of a law to protect the unwary pos- 
sessor of smal! savings from the rapacity of 
unscrupulous operators, 

AS THE LAW STANDS. 

Asthe law providing for the issuing of 
charters for bullding and loan associations 
now stands any irresponsible person who 
can induce a few business men to invest in a 
small percentage of the capital stock of a 
proposed association can secure a charter by 
having the application filed with the Recorder 
of deeds and then forwarded to the Secretary 
ot State, The only possible restraint upon 
the Secretary or manager of such an institu- 
tion are the seml-annuailreports which the 
law provides shall be madeto the Secretary 
of State and the watchfulness of the Board of 
Directors. The reports are not to de relied 
upon as safeguards because the Secretary 
wno is dishonest enough to steal 
is base enough to falsify the semi-annual 
statement, and as the boardsof directors 
often leave the entire control of affairs to the 
Secretary there is no deterring influence at 
all. Ifthe directorsare honest, careful and 
responsible men the associations are gen- 
erally entirely trustworthy and admirable 
institutions for persons of limited means to 
patronize. Unless this is the case secretaries 
may mow a wide swath. 

Mr. George PF. Wolff, a representative bulld- 
ing and loan association man of many years’ 
experience as president and director of in- 
corporations of the kind, talked interestingly 
on the subject to a reporter. He said: ‘‘I 
think every reputable buliding and loan 
association man in this city is heartily 
in favor of legislation which 
would make it impossible for 
swindles to be successfully carried through. 
Such affairs as the Bogard and Blood fallures 
could not occurif there was a law to pro- 
vide for a proper supervision by some State 
official of the affairs of the associations. It 
is to the interest of the tegitimate associa- 
tions to have such a law passed because 
every exposure of fraud creates distrust in 
the public mind and injures the business. 

VALUE OF BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS. 

„look upon bullding associations, if prop- 
erly conducted, asa splendid thing for poor 
men, and even for rich. I got the first house 
lever owned through one of them ana I have 
shares ina great many to-day. It has become 
an enormous business in St. Louls and an 
immense amount of good has been ac- 
complished. There are now 160 associations 
in existence in this city and 
I estimate roughly that $2,500,000 have 
been paid into them for stock during the past 
five years. Some of them are nine or ten 

ears old and are about to wind up their 

usiness. The capital stock of the associa- 
tions runs from $300,000 to $600,000 each, but in 
halfof the associations a majority of the 
stock has not been subscribed. 
I know of 2,500 buildings that 
have deen put up by associations 
in St. Louis in the last five years and a large 
amount of building is being done by them 
every year. So youcan form an idea of how 
much good is belng accomplished tor most of 
these houses are built by rsons who would 
not otherwise be able tostand the expense. 
I believe that #0 per cent ofthe associations 
in St. Louls are properly conducted, but still 
we need a law to make fraud impossible. 

‘*‘What kind of a law would accomplish 
that end?“ 

A law to provide for official inspections 
of the books of the associations. There 
should be a supervisor, inspector or exam- 
mer who should be required to make exam!i- 
nations of the books of associations just as 
the United States examiners do the National 
Banks. He should have authority to compel 
the secretaries to hrow open their 
books whenever requested. Then they 
would be compelle to have them 
in proper condition at all times 
and there would be no opportunity fora 
secretary to straighten things in anticipa- 
tion of an inspection, as he would never 
know when the examiner was coming. The 
inspections should take place not less fre- 
quently than once in three months.

THE HUGHES COURT-MARTIAL 


The Taking of Testimony in the Case 
Finished—The Defense. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 26.—The trial of Col. 
J. W. F. Hughes by court-martial was fin- 
ished to-day at noon, The taking of testi- 
mony occupied eighteen days, and the past 
three days has been given toargument. The 
only defense Col. Hughes made to the accusa- 
tion was that he disobeyed Gov. Lewelling’s 
order to remove the Republican House from 


Representative Hall because he believed it 
illegal, for the reason that the Republican 
House was constitutionally organized and 
could not be molested by the military forces 
of the State. He relied altogether upon the 
decision of the Kansas Supreme Court sus- 
taining the Republican House. 

The sensation of the trial was the bitter 
denunciation of the Supreme Court in the 
closing argument to-day by Judge Advocate 
Doster, who is also Gov. Lewelling’s legal 
advisor. 

Doster said: ‘*I refuse to be coerced by the 

decision which the attorneys forthe defense 
have thrown at me so often. When within the 
jurisdiction of the tribunal I will yield that 
outward respect which is due it, but when 
before this tribunal orinthe performance of 
my duties elsewhere as an advocate, I 
reserve the right to estimate the 
motives and animus of that decision as 
itjustly deserves. That decision has even 
now been reversed in a higher tribunal, as 
all unjust actions will be reversed. It has 
been appealed to that tribunal whose de- 
cisions are merciless and unerring. That 
tribunal is public opinion. While the de- 
cision may technically remain in the archives 
ot the State, in the public mind and inthe 
judgments of the legal minds it stands re- 
versed. The judgment of Judge Taney in 
the Dred Scott case, the judgment of 
Jeffries, the judgment of the Electoral 
Commission have all been reversed in 
the intelligent conscience of the people. 
Like these decisions, the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court of Kansasin the Gunn case will 
pass into Infamous history and become the 
sport and jest of politiclaus and the shame of 
honest men. ' 
‘The Court- martial has been -closeted all 
afternoon framing its verdict. Its work is 
not quite completed and no announcement 
will be made by the court until the record Is 
completed, which will take several days. 
But there ts weill founded report that Col. 
Hughes has been found guilty. Three mem- 
bers of the court are Populists, one is a Dem- 
ocrat and one a Republican, and this is a de- 
cision that has been ex pected, 


SUSPENDED FOR THIRTY DAYS. 


Paul Morgan, Captain of Nirht Inspectors 
of Customs at New Orleans. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Aug. 26.—The National 
Government made a slight bend of the dip- 
lomatic knee to-day, in compliance with a 
demand fromthe British Ambassador. The 
act consisted in suspending for thirty days 
without pay Mir. Paul Morgan, Captain of 
the Night Inspectors of Customs at this port. 
Last May, Robert A. Maihle; first mate of the 
British steamship Nigretia, had some words 
witha night inspector. Morgan happened 
alongas the altercation occurred and ar- 
rested Malhle for interfering with a customs 
officer, treating him rather roughly en route 
to the jail. The next day Mathie 
was discharged by the United 
States Com missioner. Whereupon the 
local British Consul made an investigation 
and forwarded the facts to Ambassador 
Pauncefote, by whom a demand for repara- 
tion to Maithle was made. The special agents 
ofthe Treasury sent here to Investigate the 
case made their report last week and to-day 
Morgan’s suspension was ordered by the De 
partment at Washingtoo.

filed with it. Up to 1820 it was known as 
Lyon Spring. 

In 1822 it was changed to Rock Spring. In 
1828 a man named Oldenburg leased the 
grounds aud established it as a summer re- 
sort. He erected a ball room, and, sustained 
by liberal subscriptions from the cftizens, it 
became a noted pieasure resort and place of 
entertainment. The grounds were nobly 
shaded with oak, elm and thorn locust trees. 

Plenty of deer were frequently seen scud- 
ding, with uplifted white tails, through the 
woods andthe howlof the black wolf was 
heard at night. At that time there were no 
carriages or buggtes and the visitors, male 
and female, ambled out through the tall 
prairie grass on horseback, where amid the 
cooling shades add the musicof the violin, 
the hours were pleasantly passed. It 
thus continued @ place of summer resort 
until the grounds, covering 160 acres, came 
into possession of Bryan Mullanphy, who 
took it un a debt owed him by Phillipson. 
Mr. Mullanphy then established the Rock 
Springs Catholic burying grounds in the vi- 
cinity, conveying the same to Bishop Ken- 
rick and this stopped it as a pleasure resort. 
The scenery of this old time landmark is 
mostly obliterated by the extension of the 
city and the march of improvement, wut sev- 
eral establishments iff she vicinage retain as 
a sort of trade mark the name of Rock 
Spring. 

Up to 1882 about 150 families obtained their 
drinking water fromthis spring, when the 
tree use of the water was shut off by the 
large shovel manufactory on 


now walled in by a reservoir twenty feet 
The spring. has a depth of six or 


tablishment, and cold drinking water for the 
workmen. As seen when visited last week, 
the spring is sunk in a walled inclosure 
some twenty feet square, andthe descent to 
it was made by a ladder. The water was 
clear and cold aud dripped down over the 
bottom stratum of the orifice in six sep- 
arate streams into the reservoir, some six or 
eight feet below. The orifice from which the 


water flows out of the ledge has two separate 


branches, one of which has been penetrated 
for some distance toa point at which it Is be- 
lievea the Water gushes up from a still lower 
depth. Ona jutting ledge above the reser- 
vulr is seen growinganelm tree, with its 
roots grappling about into, the crevices like 
the legs ofa huge spider. curious phenome- 
non. happened to the spring three 
years ago, when the shock of an 
earthquake visited st. Louls. According 
to the statement of the proprietor 
of the works on the day after the shock the 
waterin the reservoir totally disappeared 
through a fissure in the underlying rock. To 
remedy this an.excavation of 12 feet was 
made down to the solid strata, where the 
crevice caused by the earthquake was found 
and filledup. In the debris which had accu- 
mulated, perhaps for ages, there were found 
the antlers of deer, which were shed by the 
animals when quenching their thirst at the 
spring, and there were alse found numerous 
well preserved nuts of various kinds, such as 
wainuts and chestnuts, supposed to have 
— trans ported and cached there by squir- 
rols. 

About half a mile west of Rock Springs was 
the Cabanne Pond, which was fed from a 
beautiful spring that bubbied up about sev- 
enty feet fromoabanne's house located on the 
bluff of the River Des Peres. In the months 
of May and June the old French, with their 
women and children, would ride ont in their 
carts and gather wild strawberries, which 
were Very pientiful there and of a delicious 
favor. They followed the old Manchester 
road to Rock Springs, where the road forked, 
a branch ieading to Cabanne’s Ponda. 

A famous fountain in North st. Louis, 
known as the Chouteau Spring, had fine 
arinking water. This spring Mr. Dowling 
has not seen for sixty years. 

Another noted spring south of the present 
Fair Grounds was known as the Mint Spring, 
s© named from the abundance of mint 
which grew knee high. It was situated on 
the eastside of Watkins’ Old Orchard. It 
was a sink-hole some 60 feet in diameter, ana 
about 80 feet down tothe running water, 
which disappeared and flowedina subter- 
ranean channel eastward to the river. 

Another spring south of Chouteau’s issued 
forth in the old Episcopal burying ground. 

The Curneau 8 was out On Olive street, 
three-fourths of a mile west of Grand ave- 
nue. It issued forth three different 
streams, about four feet apart, all coming 
from the same source. 

A noted spring was Camp Spring, on Chest- 
nut and Twenty-first streets. It was wholly 
in the woods, and so named fromthe Metho- 
dist camp meetings held there, the first one 
of which Mr. Dowling attended inthe year 


Asomewhat noted spring was known as 
„La Fontain De Fioar, which derived its 
name trom au old newro lady, Florence De 
Fioar,’’ who died in 1827 when over 100 years 
old. That spring is on the Shaw place, ‘it 
passed through the session of Charles 
Gratiotand Thomas J. 
race course on the tract, and it then passed 
into Mr. Shaw’s hands and belongs to that 
estate.

The camp at Tree View Farm will then 
Cente to exist, its season of usefulness being 
entirely over, It was opened on July 8 for 


‘the reception of the frst patients and 


eight weeks. The total 
of children and mothers 
lodged, fed and treated in the camp for one 
week each was 836. All were unwell at the 
time oftheir arrival, many were seriously

sick and the majority of the latter class had 


been given up by physicians in the city.

} Usual beginning. Pennies come quicker 
} than dollars ordinarily. It is only when 
the success of a plan for doing good is as- 
sured that the check books are opened. But 
this plan was so thoroughly practical that 
business men saw its value first and appre- 
clating it asa work forthe helpless gave it 
their aid, 

The contributions of the succeeding days 
were not large, but came in regularly. On 
June 2$175 was received. Of this sum $60 was 
contributed by the Laclede Bank Directory, 
$62.50 came from the office of Collector Zeig- 
enhein and $75 from F. E. Kauffman and 
friends. 

On June 10 the fand reached and passed the 
Orst $1,000 mark. 

That was the day of the ‘Grocers’ picnic’’ 
at Creve Cour Lace. This interesting occa- 
sion added nearly $400 to the fund. It hap- 
pened in this way: 

Every year the Grocers’, Brokers’ and 
Manufacturers’ Picnic Association in the 
midst of its one day of jollity remembers 
there are those whose opportunity for hap- 
piness is more limited and out of their 
abundance they devote a portion to the 
poor. 

While the subject of worthy charities was 
under consideration a motion was made by 
Mr. Thomas 8. Maxwell to devote this year’s 
offering to the Children’s Summer Camp. 
The motion was unanimously carried and 
immediately Mr. Adrean de Jong of the 
Drummond Tobacco Co. donated a butt of 
horseshoe plug tobacco to be sold at 
auction for the benefit of the camp. 
‘He bid $50 for the butt at the start and 
when it was knocked down to him he 
redonated it. Later he bought it in again for 
$60 and donated it again. Others bid for it 
successfully, and when it was knocked down 
to them they had the butt put up again for 
sale. Thelast purchaser ordered it sent to 
the Memorial Home for the Aged on Grand 
and Magnolia avenues. The total amount 
realized from these sales was $825. In 
addition Harry Leighton of the Mermod & 
Jaccard Jewelry Co. collected $45 from the 
picnickers, which sum also went to the ben- 
efit of the camp. 

All the butter, eggs, hams, tongues, can- 
ned and bottled goods left were donated by 
the committee to the camp. W. G. Milford 
took the butter and eggs, which he later 
turned into Dread and butter and milk for 
the lunches given the children going to 
the camp onthe Harbor Boat each Monday 
during the season. The other articles were 
placed in storage until the camp opened, 
when they were devoted to the use of the 
patients. 

After this great lift subscriptions poured 
in. There were lists from public offices, 
centers of trade, stores, banks and‘societieg. 
The second $1,000 was in hand before the 
evening of June 17. 

This would not have happened so soon had

Co. donated the range and fittings. All the 
wholesale dry goods houses and other dealers 
in needed articles gave liberally. 

On July 7 the $4,000 mark was passed. 
Every day since some money has been re- 
Celved tor the camp. On July 22 the amount 
reached 4.500 and on Aug, 23 the $5,000 line 
was passed. Thetotal sum received to date 
is 92. 

A bright feature of this accumulation is 
the number of entertainments given by 
children and older fo’k forthe benefitof the 
camp. These began with Mrs. Broaddus’ 
concert, of which mention has been made. 

Miss Grace Richer, Mrs. N. B. Shelley and 
Mrs. Noll gave a euchre party at 4408 Delmar 
avenue which netted $45. Mrs. Louis H. 
Rumsey 's euchre netted $25, and the West 
End Thursday Euchre Club added $12.50 to 
the fund by giving a euchre party in John A, 
Mahler’s hail. 

Stella Schnurmacher, Alice Rosenthal and 
Nettie Cohn, assisted by ever so many South 
Side children, gave an entertainment for the 
camp in Johannes Schumacher’s class-room, 
1822 Chouteau avenue, the net receipts of 
which were $20. 

Several little girls from Ridge avenue went 
across town to help make this entertainment 
successful. So interested was Josie Evarts 
that with the assistance of her friends she 
interested enough children in her neighbor- 
hood to give a very creditable entertainment 
in Rose Hill Hall, which realized $31.65 for 


the benefit of the camp.

How the Patients Were Found, Cared For 
and Rostored to Health. 

The Children’s Camp work has deen in 
three divisions. The first included the find- 
ing, registering and transporting the pa- 
tients; the second, the feeding and lodging 
of the patientsinthe camp,and the third, 
medicals rvision, 

When the first plans were laid the Order of 
Deacohesses was to have charge of the 
finding and registering of the patients. 
The number of deaconesses available 
for this work being too small for the terri- 
tory to be covered, an appeal was made to 
the Police Department and patrolmen in the 
poor districts were directed by Chief Harri- 
gantoreport deserving cases. But while 
this was an ald it did not reach all children 
who needed the outing. Physicians prac- 
tieing among the poor and in the dispen- 
saries were enlisted, and all the missionaries 
of the various religious denominations who 
go down into thé tenement districts looking 
for a chance to do good. Later an agent 
was employed who went from house to house

SYNOPSIS OF THE ADDRESS. 
Here is a full synopsis of the speech of the 
Republican leader: 


In beginning his speech Mr. Reed confessed 
doubts of the wisdom of the House to deal 
satisfactorily with the question before it, but 
expressed his comfort at being able to fall 
back upon the well established lief in the 
wisdom of the decisions of Congress.

It could 
not be expected tbat they would change 
thelr nature in the twinkling of an eye. 
Elections might 28 them into power, 
put only the lapse of time can give them the 
proper sense of- responsibility. The time 
will come when the Democratic members of 
Congress, instead of rH eles | with each 
other what the Democratic platform means, 
will be disputing with each other as to what 
the necessities of the country demand.

Passing then to the consideration of the 
question of repeal, Mr. Reed said that while 
he was in favor efit, he did not think it 
would be an immediate cause of the revival 
of the prosperity of the country.

First, Decause whether justly or not, the 
Sherman iawis believed to be the cause of 
the unreasonable hoarding of currency 
throughoat the country. In this connection 
Mr. Reed paid a compliment to the managers 
ofthe banks generally, saying ‘that in his 
judgment they were doing an honorable and 
patriotic work and were the mainstay of the 
country against failure and future disaster. 
The second reason was that only by repeal 
could the nation hope to attract foreign cap!i- 
tal, without it being vain to hope for an u 
ward turn of the country’s business. “We 
must put ourselves, he said, in a position 
when the time comas to be able to command 
the capital of tne. world, which shall assist 
us On the path to the next period of prosper- 
ty and progrbss. 

Mr. Reed paid his respects to the objection 
that the proposed repeal wasa renewed de- 
monetization of silver and characterized the 
charge that the law of 1878 was a trick as 
done of the most stupendous fabrications 
which has ever existed in political life.“ 

If there were any appreciabie difference in 
the value of the two metals, even as muchas 
2 or 3 pér cent, the cheaper would drive out 
the other, as the history of the United States 
showed. Upon the assertion that the repeal 
of the Sherman law would increase the bur- 
den of the borrower, Mr. Reed said there will 
always be a borrowing and lending worla, 
and it is of the first importance, not less to 
the borrowers than to the lenders, that the 
laws on this subject be made ina spirit of 
fairness and justice to both classes. 


STANDING BY THE PRESIDENT. 

In conclusion, Mr. Reed said: What. then, 
is the pathway of duty? The unconditional 
repeal. That willeither give relief or not, 
If not, then we must try something else, and 
the sooner the better. Itisa matter of deep 
regret to all sensible men that we have de- 
layed so long. We are to day struggling al- 
most against fate and praying for relief,

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FAMOUS JOHN ALLEN. 

Mr. Reed was followed by Mr. John Allen, 
the famous only private of the Confederate 
Army, who, when asked yesterday how he 
should vote, said he could not tell because 
he had not yet heard himself speak. ur. 
Alien took his usual position in the center of 
the big aisle near the rear of the chamber. 
He wore a black alpaca coat, the sleeves of 
which he pulled up to the elbows spasmodical - 
ly during his brief oration. 

A suitable background was afforded by Mr. 
Tom Johnson of Ohio, the broadest man in 
the House, whose form was encased in a 
bran pew suit of white flannel, 

Mr. Allen began with the impressive state. 
ment that he had made the currency a study 
for more than fo years, ever since as a 
boy in Mississippi he had learned that he 
could exchange a small coin for a big piece 
of gingerbread. He indignantly denied that 
he was one of those who were responsible for 
the present condition of affairs. ‘‘So far as 
lam concerned, he said, 1 desire to say 
that lhave kept my money in circulation, 
If doubts that statement,

ckets. I will also add that, notwithstand- 
ing the iniquities of the present Sherman act, 
I have succeeded in doing 98 per cent of my 
business on credit. I now find, however, 
that it will not do adopt that as a perpetual 
policy. My creditors, along with the great 
masses ofthe people throughout the coun- 
try, are now clamorous for me to restore 
confidence, but in passing upon this mo- 
mentous problem, I find myself in the po- 
sition a arky whom once 
left in charge of the plantation. 
In writing to inform me how affairs 
were progressing, hesaid that all were ex- 
cept the cow, which had been sick. He was 
satisfied that the cow was cured of her dis- 
ease, but he feared she would die of the 
remedy.

m? Here they usually passed each other. 
The road has only a single track 
above White Piains. The nortn-bound 
express was late, and, as nearascan be as- 
certained, was given orders to pro- 
ceed to Ice Pond, the first 
station north of Dykemans. This 
train was in charge of Conductor A. 8. Ack- 
ert. Elliott was the engineer and Gibney the 
fireman on the locomotive. 

The southbound train was gtven orders to 
proceed to Dykemans and there await the 
delayed train from New York. It was in 
charge of Conductor Samuel Hulburt. His en- 
gineer was Daniel Palmatier and Wm. Rest 
was fireman. Thisorder was a fatal one, as 
the conductor of the northbdound train, 
thinking the track was clear to Ice Pond 
Station, ordered his train tothat point. 

Engineer Elliott proceeded, and as the 
train was behind time crowded on all the 
steam possible. His engine was ordered 
to Dykemans, and Palmatier also 
crowded his engine, No. 1059, in order notto 
delay the express. The two trains met be- 
tween Dyxemans andice Pond, coming to- 
gether witha terrible crash ina cut ona 
very short curve where they could not see 
each other until they were almost together. 
The engines rose inthe aircleartothe tele- 
graph wires stretched on the west side of the 
track and fell in a shapeless mass of scrap 
iron. 

Fireman Gibney and Best were killed out- 
right, as was Palmatier, engineer of the 
south bound train. Elliott was taken from 
the wreck alive with both legs entirely 
severed from his body. He was taken to 
Brewsters, but died while being removed 
from the train. Later the bodies of Gibney 
and Palmatier were taken outof the wreck 
and brought to Brewsters. They were shape- 
less masses of flesh and bone. 

It was 6:30 p. m. before the body of Bes 
could be got out.

John N. Wilson of Carthage 
Succumbs to Morphine Pofton. 


The Suicide Theory Hooted at by His 
Friends. 


— 


HE WAS PROSPEROUS AND AT THE 
HEAD OF A SUCCESSFUL DEAL. 


The Discovery of His Cenditſen by a 
Moser Hotel Chambermaid Made Too 
Late to fave His Life—Death Takes 
Aim at the City Dispensary - Dr. 
Logan, Called to Attend Him at the 
Hotel, Says He Took an Overdose by 


Mistake. 


John N. Wilson, ex-County Clerk of Jasper 
County, Mo., anda brother-in-law of William 
H. Phelps of this city, Assistant General 
Solicitor of tha Missouri Pacific Railway Co., 
died at the City Dispensary at about 5 o’clock 
last evening under pecullar circumstances. 

Mr. Wilson came to St. Louis last 
Sunday in company with Mr. 
Phelps’ children who had been 
visiting their grandmother at Carthage, 
during the absence of Mrs. Phelps at Salt 
Lake City. During the first week Mr. Wilson 
had been stopping with Mr. Phelps at bis resi. 
dence, 8968 West Belle place, but Friday 
noon he left the Phelps mansion, as Mr. 
Phelps informed him that be intended leav- 
ing for Carthage Saturday morning to take 
his children back to Jasper County for 
another week. . 

Wilson took up his ab ode at the Moser Hotel 
on Pine street, where he fell in with R. O. 
Friend and T. D. Wannfried, two well 
known citizens of Jasper County. The three 
gentlemen sat in the office of the Moser Fri- 
day night discussing the mining business un- 
til 10 o’clock when Mr. Wilson retired with 
the remark that he wanted to get a good 
night’s rest as he had an important engage- 
ment at 10 o’clock Saturday morning. His 
companions shortly afterwards pursued the 
same course léaying a call for 8 
o'clock, Mr. Wilson was dot seen 
again until 9 o’clock Saturday morning 
when he entered the dining-room and ate 
breakfast with his friends. After this the 
trio adjourned to the office for a few minutes 
when Mr. Wilson took his departure in order, 
so he stated, to keep his engagement. This 
was the last seen of him until about 8:30 o’clock 
when his friends became uneasy about him 
and proceeded to make an investigations 
They found the door locked on the inside, 
and were aware that the room was occupied, 
as groans emanated from the apartment. 
They had a bell-boy gain entrance tothe 
room by way ofthe transom. He opened the 
door and admitted Friend. 

When Mr. Friend entered, he took in the 
situation ata glance, he realizing that Mr. 
Wilson was dying, as he was lying on the 


bed with his clothes on and was gasping for 


breath. The alarm was immediately given 
and Mr. Wilson was taken tothe Disperfary 
in an ambulance, where he died ten minutes 


after bis arrival. 

An examination of the remains re vealed the 
fact that Mr. Wilson died from taking an 
overdose of morphine, a box containing 
thirty morphihe pills being found in his vest 
pocket shortly after his death, which were 
taken possession of by Deputy Coroner Rohl - 
fing. . 

The circumstances surrounding Mr. WII. 
son’s death are somewhat pecullar. It Is 
not known whether he was addicted to the 
morphine habit or whether he took the 
drug with suicidalintent. He was in good 
circumstances, being worth over $20,000, a 
prominent man in the State, a clever politi- 
clan, and at the time of his death was 
largely interested inthe mining business at 
Webb City, Mo. 

K. C. Friend, ex-recorder of deeds of 
Jasper county, Mo., was seen last 
night at the Moser and was asked to 
give his version of Mr. Wilson’s sudden 
death. Mr Friend hooted at the suicide 
theory. Said he: 

**Il know Mr. Wilson never committed sul- 
cide. Ihave known him for 24 years, and 1 
know he had no trouble of any kind that 
would prompt him totake his own life. On 
Friday night he complained of having 
an excruciating pain in his stomach, 
and remarked that he would have 
to get something to relieve him. I 
presume it was at this time. that he pur- 
chased the pills. The pain he was suffering 
was probably too much for him and he took 
an overdose of morphine, which resulted in 
his death. Thisis my theory and Jam posi- 
tive that lam correct. 

Dr. John B. Logan of 702 Olive street, who 
was called into relieve Mr. Wilson when he 
was found, said: ‘‘I know nothing of thé 
case exceptthat he Mas suffering from hav- 
ing taken toomuch morphine. From what 
his friends say be could not have taken it 
with any intention of committing suicide. 
He was arranging some real estate deal of 
which he was president and everything 
was coming his His friends 
were waiting for the office 
expecting him to meet them. A chamber- 
maid passing his room tried to open it for 
the purpose of dressing the room, when she 
found it locked and heard the stertorous 
breathing within, The door was opened and 
I was summoned, but seeing that I was too 
late to save him I told them to remove him 
to the Dispensary. When we got him 
there Wwe strippe him to work upon 
him, but before we were fairly at 
work he was dead. He could not 
have taken a heavy dose to have lived from 
9 o’clock inthe morning until night. These 
pills as prescribed by a physician do not con- 
tain more than one-sixth of a grain, usually 
an eighth or a tenth ofa grain, but I have 
an idea he secured the pills without consult- 
ing a physician. He had been recentl¥treated 
at Dwight, and I understood from his friends 
was taking something of this kind for pains in 
his stomach for several days. Others had 
noticed that when there was a conversation 
in which he should be interested he would be 
Silent and act as if dazed. He was well ac- 
quainted, being a brother-in-law of W. H. 
Phelps, formerly of Carthage, but now living 
in St. Louis. I think the death was not pre- 
meditated or intended. 

The remains have been conveyed to the 
undertaking establishment of Bensiek & 
Sheehan, 108 South Eleventh street, where 
they will remain until r. Phelps can be 
heard from, he being notified by wire last 
night of Mr. Wilson’s death. 
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WILSON AT CARTHAGE. 


How the News was Received—Sketch of 
His Life. 


CARTHAGE, Mo., Aug. 26.—Word came ats 
o’clock that John F. Wilson was danger: 
ously sick at Moser Hotel, St. Louis. A 


second telegram at 6 stated that he was 
dead. He was born at Northfield, Ohio 
Jan. 19, 189, came to Carthage 21 years 
ago. Foryears worked on the Carthage 
Patriotasareporter; was Deputy County 
Olerk under George Biackeney four years and 
in 1682 was elected County Clerk. During his 
term he also edited the Carthage Democrat: 
married to Miss Sallie Pickett in 71, who died 
in N. He was brother-in-law of 
W. H. Phelps, and until their removal from 
St. Louis made his home there the past week.

Senator Morgan on the Behring Sen 
3 Tribunal. 


New York, Aug. %.—John T. Morgan, 
United States Senator from the Democratic 
State of Alabama, and one of the arbitrators 
appointed to represemt this country in the 
Settlement of the misunderstanding with 
England concerning our right to 
control the seal fishertes in Behr- 
ing Sea. arrived here to-day on 
the steamship New York. Senator Morgan 
left here last February and reached Paris in 
extremely poor health owing to sickness fol- 
lowing a severe fall in his stateroom during 
the voyage. His wife and daughter were 
awaiting him in Paris, and so he did 
not pause until he arrived there. 
The work of the arbitrators began 
at once. This retarded his recovery, but 
foreign air agreed with him and he smiled 
when he puffed out his chest to-day and said 
to a reporter of the Post- DISPATCH: * 

Jam as well as ever I was and in proof of 
this Ishall not remain in New York City a 
minute longer than is necessary in order to 
get a train to carry me away from it. 

The Senator was asked to give the Post- 
DISPATCH a brief stury of the results of the 
secret conferences of the Court of arbitra- 
tion of which he was a member. He laughed 
and said: „11am afraid that you 
will lead me to break a resolution. The 
work of Judge Harlan, the other American 
arbitrator, and myself as well, as all the 
pointed particulars of the proceedings, I ing 
tend to resume for presentation to the 
Senate. It seems to me that that body is en- 
titled to it rst. ° N 

Do you view the result of the arbitration 
ara victory for ihe United States?’’ 

Most decidedly. The sole object of this 
country was to protect the seals from pelagic 
fishing. This has been accomplished.’’ 

Then all the other questions which were 
discussed at such length were of small im- 
portance?’’ 

They were of much less importance. In 
viewing the work of the Court of Arbitration 
it must be boémne in mind that this settlement 
of the difficulty prevented a great deal of ill 
feeling between this country and England. 
This ill feeling was growing rapidly in bitter- 
Bess and it might have resulted eventually 
in embroiling the two nations to such 
an extent that a bioodless adjustment would 
have been extremely difficult, if not abso- 
lutely impossible. Our contention through- 
out all the sessions of the court 
was that the seal must be 
saved from extermination. This was the 
constant cry of ourselves. ofthe American 
agent and the American counsel. This 
object was kept before the court unceasingly 
until we made it assume in the eres of all 
the arbitrators the importance it was 
entitled to.“ 

Was all the important work done in the 
public sessions?“ 

**The case was presented in public. After 
that we held private conferences that ex- 
tended over four weeks; here we rafiewed 
the case and took up the points presented 
and discussed them separately. 

Were te claims of America submitted 
under certain heads?’’ 

Oh, no; nothing of that sort, although a 
system was observed that made the matter 
pivin to all. We gained our point, which 
all the arbitrators finally ranked first when 
the decision was reached on the i5th 
inst. This was the establishment of a 
protectric zone sixty miles in extent around 
the Prybilof Islands. The close season Is to 
last from Mayito July 81, and even in the 
open season no person will be allowed to 
hunt for seal with firearms, or 
with any sort of explos tives. Was 
any attention paid to the jurisdiction 
of Russia priortothe session of Alaska to 
the United States? We did not Dother 
much about that. R cut no figure, and 
while it was looked into, nobody seemed 
to regard it as worthy of much 
thought. The right of the United 
States to protect steals was discussed 
with more warmth, Dut for the details of 
these mattérs you will have to wait antfl 
they are first presented to the Senate. I 
would like the people to understand that all 
the practical success of the arbitration Is 
ours. Did the representatives of France, 
Italy and Sweden and Norway in the court 
show a disposition to be justto the United 
States?““ 

Every member connected with the court 
either as an arbitratoror as counsel or agent 
was courteous and fust. They all exhibited a 
desire to condact the proceedings on fair and 
equitable grounds. They seemed to 
realize that if the seals were 
exterminated a mares indust#y would be 
wiped out, and the United States were sim- 
ply striving to protect this industry in the 
interest ofall. Everyone present at the con- 
ferences was amicable, Kindly and entirely 
free from feeling. 1 was greatly impressed by 
‘the sincere manner in which every question 
was considered, and in nearly every in- 
stance when a knotty question was under 
consideration all the persons connected with 
the court were agreed when it was finally 
settled. This shows how open to argu- 
ment the gentlemen were and how 
disposed they were to come to a fair and just 
conclusion. Now, then, shall talk no more, 
either about silver or seals.“

A Bitingly-Sarcastic Reply—Mr. Morse’s 
Attention Is Called to the Impossi- 
bility of Grantine the Pension and 
Also to His Iilegal Use of the Mails— 
The Letters. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Special correspond- 
ence has been exchanged between Congress- 
man Rising Sun’’ Morse of Massachusetts 
and Commissioner of Pensions Lochren, 
touching a pension case which has 
been rejected by the bureau. Con- 
gressman Morse, in a long letter 
couched in threatening terms, practica 
demanded thata pension be given to W. H. 
Rollins of Campello, Mass., the facts in 
whose case are given by Mr. Morse as these: 

On the 15th day of last November, while 
at work at his trade, a piece of steel flew 
from another workingman and went almost 
through one of his eyes. The eye was taken 
out three days later. This man’s remaining 
eye is weak and ‘painful and 
the socket of the one removed 
is inflamed and calls for the use of medicine 
about it every day. The man has a sick 
family and has a mortgage on his little home. 
Now if the act of June 27, 1890, was not in- 
tended to reach a case like this, pray tell me 
what it was for? I helped to make that 
law and think that I understand it. 1 will 
expect you to immediately order a. review 
end a re-examination of this case, otherwise 
Iassure you I shall call the attention of Con- 
gress and the country to this case at the first 
opportunity, The medical examiners who 
examined the man assured him that his con- 
dition was such that he was clearly entitled 
tothe $12 per month mentioned in the act 
above. I am sure that this decision of rejec- 
tion, if the facts are correctly stated by 
me, can’t meet the approval of 
the honorable Commissioners of 
Pensions, then I will expect you 
will immediately correct the injustice done 
tnis one-eyed man. 

Commissioner Lochren in reply makes use 
of strong terms and does not hesitate to re- 
fer to what he calls Mr. Morse’s ‘‘capacity’’ 
for wulful and indignant lying. His letter in 
fwl is as follows: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 25, 1893. 
Hon. Elijah A. Morse, House of Representatives: 


DEAR Str—I have your favor of yesterday, refer- 
ring to the rejection . the bureau ef the pension 
claim, No. 1,141,737, of W. F. Rollins for a 
pension, under the act of June 27. .

I think you 
can hardly claim that that would inea- 
pacitate a man from the erformance 
of manual labor s0 as to render him usable 
to earn a support. It is clear, too, from your own 
statement of the case that the man is not entitled to 
a pensien at all under the act of June 27, 1890, and

If the spirits of the old-time, easy-going, 
pleasure-loving Creoles, whose comfortable 
bomes clustered about the fashionable local- 
u of South Fourth and Fifth streets, could 
revisit those haunts, they would realize that 
the places which knew them once know them 
no more.

SECURITY BUILDING. 

The vestibule of the Security Bullding isa 
beautiful specimen of Italian renaissance.

massive oak doors to the vestibule proper 
one must passthrough a handsome corridor 
of stone and hardwood, which, lice the en- 
trance, attracts by its solidity.

To one entering the massive wall the classic 
windows and the graceful stairways produce 
a very striking effect, The vestibule proper 
atthe head of the landing is celled with 
wood formed in deep molded , panels 
and divided into large panels with 
molded ceiling beams. The door and win- 
dow openings are trimmed with a heavy 
molded pilaster finish, with decorated cor- 
nice across the top, an effect that also runs 
around the vestibule at the ceiling line. All 
the woodwork is finished in French gloss, 
rubbed to a polished surface. The floor is 
laid with white marble, similar tothe stairs.

Marquis de Mores’ Family Has Had a 
Guardian Appointed for Him- 
Series of Misfortunes Following an 
Unjustifiable Duel—Our Ambassador's 
Residence in Paris. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY Post-DISsPATcH. 

Paris, Aug. 17.—The latest news in the City 
of Light, which is causing much amaze, 
setteth forth that Mme. Buloz, after having 
obtained a divorce ‘from her husband (the 
editor ana owner of the Revue des Deus 
Mondes), who had fied to parts unknown, 
and having by this divorce made Known to 
the world at large that her aforesaid hus- 
band, having sinned against the laws of his 
country, had squandered his own entire 
fortune and part of his wife’s property in 
the payment of hush money to keep his 
crime unknown, has suddenly decided 
to cancel the divorce,take back her husband, 
and put him once more at the head of the 
Revue des Deux Mondes, a thing which she has 
power to do, asshe holds a controlling pro- 
portion of stock in the magazine. All Paris 
has discussea this change of base on the part 
of the much injured lady, and opinions differ 
widely as to whether her action be angelic or 
asinine; but one thing never seems to have 
struck the people who accept this ru- 
mor unquestioningly, namely, that M. 
Buloz, should he return to France, 
would be obliged to stand trialand, if con- 
victed, serve a term of imprisonment in ex- 
plation of the offense with which he is 
charged, that of leading astray two girls un- 
derage. ‘‘Detournement de mineuse,’’ as 
itis called, is a serious offense, most heavily 
punished by French law, and that the 
wretched M. Buloz was aware of his danger

* This tremendous scandal, which has closed 
the leading literary saloon of Paris, had its 
parallel some fifteen years ago. The grand- 
son of Marshal Ney, the Duke d' Elchingen, 
was hounded by blackmallers in the same 
way, and for the same cause as M. Buloz. 
Having finally exhausted every resource, he 
turned upon Ais tormentors and told them to 
do their worst, but before a complaint could 
lodged with the police, the news came to 
aris that the Duke d' Elchingen lay dead by 
his own hand in his shooting gallery in the 
Bois de Boulogne. 

Another case of the same kind involved a 
well-known American Danker, who neither 
killed himself nor did he run away, but con- 
trived to get out of the complication by the 
production of certain letters from the de- 


praved little wretch who was cited 
as co-respondent, and which proved 
her to have been anything but 


innocent long before she mét the Yankee 
financier. He consequently escaped scot 
free, but was told thattheair of Paris was 
not good for him and that he mfist leave at 
once. He obeyed and died abroad without 
ever seeing France again, as the edict of ex- 
pulsion never was repealed. 

The fire-eating Marquis de Mores has fallen 
on evil days. Not only has his father, the 
Duke de Villambrosa, provided him 
with a counsel judiciare to prevent his 
reckless squandering of money, which means 
that henceforth no one will give him credit, 
and all his accounts muS pass through the 
hands ofthe notary appointed by the court 
to supervise them, which is, in itself, a hu- 
millating position for an adult manto be 
placed in, but also he has got himself into 
several quarts of hot water with his former 
friends and allies,* Rochefort and Drumont. 
Drumont is particularly rabid because De 
Mores reveaied the fact that he (Drumont) 
had accompanied him to the house of Cornel- 
ius Herz, from whom de Mores had borroweda 
sum of 20,000 francs.

ernment is not responsible for the choice of 
sO much splendor, asthe hotel, which was 
the property of the Duchess de Galliera, was

PRINCE AT THE FAIR. 


HKomatse Yoharite of Japan's Royal

CHICAGO, Aug. 26.—Prince Komatso Yohar- 
itoof Japan, second inthe line of imperial 
succession, arrived in Chicago to-day to see 
the Fair. He came with three membors of 
his suite on a special of one of the regular 
trains from St. Paul.

Traveling cranes, three inthe main building 
and one inthe machine shop, all operated by 
electricity, carried anybody free of charge. 
In the power plant, which is the largest in 
the world, having eighty-six engines and 
about 26,000 horse-power, all told, every 
available engine and dynamo was in opera - 
tion. The boller-house, supplying steam to 
this enormous plant, displayed the largest 
battery of boilers on earth, fifty-two in all. 
In the boiler-house annex the largest single 
water tude boiler ever constructed was seen. 
Oll is used exclusively for fuel. Music was 
furnished by two bands, located in the east 
gallery and on the traveling cranes. Worth- 
ington pumps supplied free lemonade to all 
visitors. Looms weaving everything in silk, 
cotton and wool fabrics, from the finest rib- 
bons to Ts rugs, were a center of attrac- 
tion, anda thing of great interest to house- 
keepers was a dish-washing machine 
invented by a woman.

John A. Dunn, a rien man, living a quiet 
unmarried life, committed suicide, yester- 
day morning at 7 o’clock, by shooting him- 
self through the head, at his residence, No. 


8007 Spring avenue. 

His aunt, Miss Jane Dunn, and his sisters, 
Misses Rosalie and Jennie, lived at this num- 
der and were awaiting breakfast for him. 
His aunt went to his room to ascertain the 
cause of his delay, but before getting to the 
room was startied by the report ofa revolver 
and she arrived only to see him breathe his 
last. 2 

He was clad only in his underclothes, and 
had stood opposite a mirror, shooting him- 
self with a Smith & Wesson 88-caliber revol- 
ver, the bullet passing through the head and 
crashing through a window. 

The screams of the ladies brought the 
colored man servant to the scene and he was 
at once dispatched for Dr. La Barge, 254 
North Grand avenue, whoon arriving found 
him dead. 

His aunt, Miss Jane Dunn, attributes the 
suicide to insomnia, from which Mr. Dunn 
suffered and for which he had been treated 
by Dr. Bowman for several months. 

He was the owner of old Sportsman’s Park 
and pane Other pleces of property through- 
outthecity. Chris Von der Ahe rented the 
park from him. He hada,protracted law 
suit over this some years ago with two men, 
Miller and Jewell, who claimed it under an 
old Spanish grant, Dunn triumphed in the 
contest. 

Mr. Dunn was for some time chief clerk in 
the office of the Light-house Inspector but 
resigned when Capt. Lridgewater became 
District Commander in 1886. Since that time 
he has not engaged in any business. 

He was known in athletic circles as a fa - 
mous hand ball player in former days. 

The inquest will probably be held to-day 
and the iuneral will postponed to allow 
the arrival of a ‘sister, Mrs. M. T. F. Maloney 
of Denver, if she wishes to attend. 


HOWE AND CHASSAING SUED. 


An Action Growing Out of the Lindell 
Hotel Deal. 

Suit against E. Willis Howeand Joseph H. 
Chassaing was brought yesterday by James 
E. MeElroy and Robert McElroy, real estate 
brokers of Chicago, who state that on Jan. 
18, 1892, the defendants wanted to buy the 
Lindell Hotel forthe sum of $600,000 and to 
be enabled to do so they wished to raise 
$675,000 upon this property. 

They applied to the plaintiffs and entered 


intoanagreement to pay them and C. J. 
Hubbard $20,000 commission if they raised 
this amount of money for them. 

Mrs. Marmaduke was to receive $600,000 of 
this sum as purchase money, and the re- 
maining $75,000 less the $20,000 commission 
was to goto plaintiffs and to Mur. Hubbard. 
The defendants were to pay, besides this, the 
sum of $50,000, payments to de distributed 
over nineteen years, and to secure tuts sum 
tendered either a mortgage or an assignment 
of the rent of stores. 

Ihe plaintiffs claim they have falfilled 
their part of the contract, having raised the 
$675,000 mentioned, but that the defendants 
have not paid the $50,0000rany part ot it, 
neither have they given a mortgage or as- 
signed them the rent of thestores. They 
ask the court toenforcea specific perform- 
ance of contract. They especially waive 
the right of defendants’ answer being under 
oath, Mr. owe of the defendants admits 
thathisfirm entered into the specified con- 
tract, but claims thatthe plaintiffs did not 
do what they agreed to and other agents had 
to be employed Every cent to which 
plaintiffs are entitled has been paid them 
andl hold their receipts,’’ said sir. Howe. 
Jean give no explanation for the very un- 
usual fact that we are asked to testify with- 
out deing sworn,and 1 see no reason for 
such a proceeding.’’

Theodore Anderson, one of the crew of the 
Victoria sealing schooner Arietis, was among 
the passengers from Japan by the steamship 
Empress of India. He it was who, with two 
companions, lost the schooner in a fog and 
was oniy rescued after Isidore and Johnnie, 
his companions in misfortune, had suc- 
cumbed to hunger and exhaustion. Ander- 
son still suffers from hig terrible trip, and 
will not be able to engage inany hard work 
for some time to come. He thus tells the 
story of his trip: 

Wo left the schooner at 5 o’clock on the 
morning of June 1, the vessel then being 
about eighty miles off Yen-os-Kima. Steering 
due west until 11:30, we got a dozen or more 
seals, Dut lost sight ofthe schooner. Then we 
pulled to the windward fora mile or so, and 
started for where we left her by the com- 
pass. She must have shifted, for we could 
find no trace of her, after pulling hard until 
Tin the evening. We listened for the boom of 
a gun, but not a sound came over the waters 
for fully three hours. Then we did catch the 
sound lar away tothe northwest, and start- 
ed to trace it up. All night we kept 
pulling to the northwest, and listening 
for a second report of the gun. 
We didn’t get it till 8 in the morning, and 
then it seemed as distantas theday before. 
The water every hour was getting worse, 
and we could see there was a gale rising, so 
we did the best we could to prepare for it. 
We took the fifteen skins that werein the 
boat with the mast and oars and tied them 
securely to the painter for a sea anchor. A 
shark, however, s00n made away with the 
skins, and we were obligedto replace them 
with our guns. As we were lashing the am- 
munition box also tothe rope we capsized. 
The alr compartments in the ends 
righted the boat again at once. All 
three of us got in again and started 
to dall the boat, jbut soon had §fto 
give it up as a dad job. In spite of all we 
could do the boat capsized repeatedly, and 
each time left us weaker. The fourth time 
Johnnie was lost. I noticed him a short dis. 
tance behind when I was swimming for the 
boat, and just as I glanced around again on 
getting to the boat 1 saw the swish ofa 
shark’s tail and knew that Johnnie was done 
for. The same shark got all our provisions 
when the boat went over first. The sixth 
time we capsized Isidore was lost. He was 
too weak to make the boat, even if he could 
see her in the darkness. 

„As midnight came on it grew calmer, and 
after bailing out with the compass box, 
which, being lashed tothe boat, did not 
carry away, I sat down to wait. Two days 
and two nights I sat there helpless and alone, 
without a particle of food, a drop of water, 
an oar or a sail.@Then I was washed upona 
a little island. I crawled out on hands and 
knees, and alittle way up the beach founa 
two baskets of gall’s eggs, which the natives 
had been gathering. They, returning, 
seemed to understand, and when I said 
‘Yokohama,’ nodded their heads and beck. 
oned, Tben, seeing I Was too week to walk, 
they took turns carrying me. They took me 
to their little fishing Villace, and from there 
I went inland over the Mountains on a little 
animal something like a donkey, but not one. 
I never saw sucha beast Defore. The next 
place I reached was Yen-Os-Kima, where 1 
was taken in charge by the native police and 
sent to Yokobama.

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THERE ARE MORE BUSINESS RESUMP- 
TIONS THAN FAILURES 
— — 

It Is Now Seen That the Pauſo Was the 
Result of a Suspension of Confidence— 
The Sherman Law Folly in Process of 
Correction—Other Causes of the Star- 
nation—A Lesson Learned. 


New YORK, Aug. 2%.—A review ofthe specu 
lation for the week closingto-day falls to dis- 
close any points of salient interest. The 
market is what is called a waiting one. It is 
chewing the cud of its unwholesome fo od of 
the past year, and to continue thejsimile, it 
unds the process of digestion a slow and 
painful one. A broad and impartial view of 
the situation shows that matters are no 
worse than they have been, and in such 
times as these that is equivalent to saying 
they are much better. The list of resump- 
tions of business by banks and business 
houses is now rather largér than thatof the 
tallures and shut-downs, The latter went 
on so fast and and thick under the 
fury of the financial storm that in a way they 
acted as their own correct ant. People must 
eat and be clothed and the disasters noted 
during the past few months involved an 
enormous decrease of production and the 
country at large is not yet and is not likely to 
become so impoverished as to considerably 
lessen its demands for either food or clothing. 
In fact the panic through which the country 
is passing was largely due toa suspension of 
confidence and credit. The latter, to be 
sure, was unduly, flagrantly inflated in many 
parts of the country. This was due in turn 
largely to the operations of the Sherman law. 

Money has become so easy that almost 
any wild cat scheme could be and many 
were put through. The crash of these, 
which began with the withdrawal of confi- 
dence which was the reaction in its inevita- 
ble pursuit of the action, caused the growth 
of the panic, which in its progress has laid 
low many legitimate businesses, nearly all 
in fact, in which three was the least taint of 
weakness, But the main point to“ observe, 
now that we are beginning to look around is 
that we are not mortally hurt. No funda- 
mentalerrors of financial and commercial 
building have been discovered, and finally, 
our silver folly isin process of correction, 
slow to be sure, through the innate charac- 
ter of repeal legislation, butitistobe hoped 
none the less ultimately certain. It is not 
proposed hereto make light of orto under- 
rate the panic of 1893, That 
would be the ftheight of folly, 


but it can be reasonably printed out that in 
its essential causes it differs from many oth- 
ers even less serious. Ofcourse no effect is 
produced without its exact “proportionate 
cause, and, judging in that way, the cause 
may rightly be Called serious enough. But 
the cause was originally underestimated, 
and it is also capable of removal. When it 
is done away with we can nurse our bruises 
and then ge ahead again about our business, 
In fact the real past effects of the Sherman 
law were not nearly as badas was the fear 
ofits continuance. It was the latter that 
caused the weakening of confidence and 
brought down the weak parts of the house 
about the country’s ears. 

Measured specifically there are at least two 
factors that have wrought more injury than 
that foolish Jaw sofaras it has gone. The 
first of these is the comparative failure of the 
wheat crop, and along with this may be 

laced the long depressed condition of the 

ron industry, aud the other, much more im- 

portant than either, isthe national extrava- 
gance, speaking collectively and individual- 
ly. We have bought more than we needed; 
we have spent more than we made, The 
lessons of the downfall of ancient and also 
modern empires seemed never to be learned 
by their successors. At any rate the ex- 
ample is never personally applied. The 
United States have revelied in favoring con- 
ditions that were enough to turn the heads of 
any people. The ee 7 5 of one generation 
have made the millionaires of the second and 
the spendthrifts of the third. The national 
prosperity has been able to stand this so far. 
It cannot always, When waste exceeds 
growth dissolution is at hand, The laws of 
evolution and dissolution are inexorable. 
Examine one instancg. Rightly, absentee 
landlordism in Ireland is condemned and 
reprobated. The absentee landlords and cap- 
It lists of America spend abroad an infinitely 
and proportionately greater sum than do the 
others. Ireland has an America to call to 
against her ills. We have no one. 

Only the shallow-minded will ask what 
have these things to do with the stock mar- 
ket. Not only have these things to do with 
it, but similar conditions in Australia and 
Argentina have to do with it, and the finan- 
cial history of the past three years has shown 
bow much they have already had todo with 
this stock market. Acheering thing which 
can now be said is that the lessons of such 
conduct have been forced down the throats 
of the last two nations. When the spenda- 
thrift has completed his course of prodigality 
he relapses into the pauper, aud then he 
must work again and become a producer. 
Then the world’s machinery sets to work 

and it raises wheat and mines 

and coal instead of buyin 
champagne and London clothes. The Unite 
States are too strong to suffer like the other 
instances. de | possess powers of recuper- 
ation which enable them to stand a period of 
national dissipation that would wreck an- 
other nation, but even they must not abuse 
their constitution too much. They also pos- 
sess, it is to be hoped, an inheritance of 
common sense which will enable 8 to

realize them the nation must work harder 
and spend less. Let jeaisiation repeal the 
injuries it has done to commerce, transpor- 
tation and fiBance and go home and cease 
making laws for business which only pros- 
pers under its own evolved laws. An emi- 
nent English philosopher has, perhaps,some- 
what extravagan declared that the only 
gos laws enacted the British Parliament 
or fifty years were measures phi og ny pre- 
vious vicious legisiatiogn. We may be happy 
yet if Congress once begins a wholesale re- 
pealing of some of its late work.

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BARNEY M’FADDEN’S ATHLETIC any 
BYGIENIC ROMANCE,

In these days of the ‘novel with a pur- 
pose’’ it is in some respects a relief to fina a 
book whose lesson is the amelioration rath- 
er than the distraction of the human family. 
Such a book is The Athiete’s Oonquest,’’ 
by Barney McFadden, instructor of physi- 
cal culture at the Marmaduke Military 
Academy. It is a book written by an athlete in 
a style more didactic than literary and its 
teachings are imparted with a rude vigor, 
such as one would expect from a writer who 
revels in the consciousness of physical perfec- 
tion. It is doing Mr. McFadden no injustice 
to say that his book has the flavor of the 
gymnasium. He is an athlete and 
writes from an  athietic point of 
view, When the now effete John 
Lawrence Sullivan inrupted into literature 
his production did not smell of the lamp, 
but it reeked of the prize ring, and those who 
bought his book got what they paid their 
money for, though there were carping critics 
who remarked that Mr. Sullivan's terrible 
right was not at its best in pen pushing, 

From a literary point of view Mr. 
Fadden is a cut above the man 
Boston. He has not written an

grow up as nature intended they should.“ 

The theme of The Athlete's Conquest“ is 
simple. It is a plain unvarnished tale devoid of 
counterplots and rather bold in incident, in 
place whereof the principal characters in- 
dulgein interesting, and in some respects, 
startling disquisitions on matters pertaining 
to physical development. 

The hero, Harry Moore, is a man of 27 
years. He is an ideal specimen of manhcod, 
though five years previous to the opening of 
the story he had been a physical wreck, 
broken down by office work and on the verge 
of consumption. Meeting by chance a 
physician who prescribed, not drugs, but a 
course of gymnastic exercises, he learned 
the laws of hygiene and wrought out his 
physical salvation by acourse of exercise 
that brought back life and vigor to dead 
tissue and unused muscle. In six months 
he was strong, in eighteen months he was an 
athlete and by his own acknowledgment a 


profound ‘‘crank’’ on the subject of physical 
culture. At the time the story opens he has 
come to the conclusion that he ought to 
marry. But one terrible difficulty confronts 
him. Like all men unused to society, he 
worshipped an ideal woman and sought 
after her, but his model of feminine beauty 
he had learned from the old Greek sculptors. 
Uis enthusiasm for physical perfection 
appreciation for women 
not realize that early 

mingled strength and beauty. 

As the author himself says. After he hal 
felt the powerful magnetic attraction that 
lovely woman has fora strong and healthy 
man; but in every instance just as he wouid 
begin to be magnetized by this influence his 
glance would fall to the woman’s waist and 
bis loving mood would disappear like powder 
in a fre. In that squeezed up waist he saw 
disease, ugliness and a life of misery and un- 
happiness. His nemesis was ‘‘stays.’’ 
Cupid’s wildest witcheries could not 
blind him to that one hideots fact in nine- 
teenth century civilization and he vowed 
that unless he found an undeformed and 
intelligent woman he would be doomed to 

bachelorhood.’’ 

One would think that even jn a big city like 
St. Louls, andatthis advanced stage of the 
Jenness Miller agitation his quest would de 
vain. Fortunately nothing is hard or impos- 
sible to novelists and Harry Moore, whois 
walking down Olive street when 
the story opens, is suddenly con- 
fronted by the one woman whom 
he has been treading through mazes of wom- 
en to meet. Here is what he said: ‘‘A wom- 
an whose hair was of a dark brown, her face 
just full enough to be nicely rounded. He 
ald that she was his very ideal of physical 
perfection; that her arms were full and 
nicely rounded; her neck was a trifie large 
but beautifally proportioned; that her waist 
curved in with the shape of the body and not 
from the shape of the corset; that her every 
movement showed grace and suppleness, and 
that independence and strength of character 
were strongly marked upon her frank, open 
countenance.’’ 

Of course he wanted to find out who she 
was and that matter was — 2 settled by 
sending a messenger boy after her when she 
boarded an Olive street car. Once her num- 
ber was found the blue-book did the rest. 
Harry fortunately had a broker friend named 
Watson living in the house where the young 
lady stopped, and he cultivated him until he 
got an invitation to call. He went and met 
his heart’s desire, Miss Edith Watson of 
Boston, who was Mager ae F her cousin 
Helen Watson, the sister of Harry’s broker 
acquaintance. As things will happen in 
novels, she showed a wonderful knowledge 
and interest in things athletic, and confessed 
toa violent enthusiasm in physical culture. 
Harry fell head over heels in love, and 
though the young lady was not entirely un- 
mindful of his charms, bothof manner and 
person, she did not reciprocate the enthus!i- 
asmof his attachment. Harry went in to 
win her with a vengeance, and when he 
intimated what he was up to she 
drew the line sharply, saying that 
marriage wasa state she never looked for- 
ward to. Her reasons were that because of 
the prevailing ignorance regarding hygienic 
laws she could never possibly finda husband 
with whom she could live compatibly; 
further, she had made up her mind to goon 
the lecture platform and preach the new 
doctrine of perfect health and spread happi- 
ness among her sex. 

Several times Harry pressed his suit, only 
to be gently but firmly repulsed. After those 
interviews he would rush home maddened 
and desperate with disappointment. But 
an athlete’s uTief is not of 
long duration to judge from Harry’s ex- 
perience. A shower bath and brisk rub-down 
would leave him calm and self- possessed, 
the soul tumult giving w before the delli- 
cious consciousness of perfect physical well- 
being. Harry gains his point in the end as 
all persevering young men will, and by en- 
couraging his sweetheart in her plan to de- 
vote herself to the uplifting of corset-cursed 
womanhood he wins her over completely. 

Mr. McFadden’s novel is a curio. Some 
years ago the author, because of his exquis- 
ite physique, Was engaged as a modelata 
local art school, This fact may account for 
the unique sentence at the opening of the 
preface: Standing upon a destal of 
thought and wrapped inthe folds of our im- 
agination we gaze down upon the mighty, 
straining, stirring, struggling mass of civil .

glory of our land. When health and beauty 
will be the rule and not the exception, as it 
is to-day. When every young woman will un- 
derstand the true principles of life, and mock 
modesty, another name for degraded igno- 
rance or im of mind, will bea thing of 
the past; when happiness will be seen on 
every side; when gifis car inauige in recrea- 
tive and health@iving games without crit- 
icism and the true standard of beauty has 
buried the corset so deep that its resurrec- 
tion is impossibie.’’

I was possessed with the adventurous desire 
to penetrate that desolate and uninviting 
region, where tourist’s foot had never trod 
a place which, for nearly twenty years, ha 
not been visited, save by an expeditition 
provided for by the Government. 

While in Los Angeles I endeavored to or- 
paaise a suitable party toundertake the trip. 

ut failed to do so. I could not find anyone 
who had been in the vall 
count of the stories of 
struction existed in the very air of the place 
those whomI had succeeded in interesting 
backed out. 

Fortunately during the latter part of Sep- 
tember I fell in with an old desert man, one 
William Sluesser, ‘‘Bilile,’’ we called him, 
and Mr. Evan Davig, who had two years 
S located some rich claims on Slate 

nge Mountains, which are situated about 
125 miles east of Mojave and fifty west of the 
Paniment Mountains, which in turn bound 
Death Valley on the west. Mr. Davis was in 
search ofa third person to accompany them. 

We were to be gone three months, and 
would be completely isolated during that 
sar = bag every human being. 

0 hundred and twenty-five miles does 
not seem very far to those who ride in cars 
or on our fine State roads, but when one has 
todothat distance in the burning sun and 
over the sand and ‘‘mazie’’ ground of a 
Western desert at the rate of thirty miles a 
day,it seems as though one were journeying 
countiess leagues.into a new and un- 
known world. Our objective point—the 
Slate Range—was ever Deforeus. Indeed, 
from the summit of that chain we could 
easily —＋ ‘‘Old Baldy.“ a high peak 
of the San Bernardino Mountains, which was 
more than 200 miles to the southwest. 

From March 1 to Dec. 1 not a drop of molst- 
ure falls in all that country. 

This accounts for the extraordinary clear- 
ness of the air and the awful heat of mid- 
summer (when itis nearly always 100 to 115 
deg. at midnight), and one must be liberally 
supplied with water in order to survive it. 

I saw gold and silver on the Paniment 
Mountains, and the discovery of a limitless 
mass of guld- bearing quartz on the summit of 
Slate Range, which has assayed as high as 
$5,588 to the ton, and on an average of . 

Death Valley derives its name from an old 
tradition to the effect ‘‘that.all birds in at- 
tempting to fly across phe Valley, fell dead, 
poisoned by the gases Which filled the air.’’ 

Tis true birds have died from exhaustion and 

lack ot water, also in flying over an immense 
deposit of sulphur cinders, pink in color, 
some as large as Our big buildings, and 
among which are fissures and caverns from 
which issuesa strong, hot sulphur vapor, 
which is sufficient to kill any living thing. 

During the month of November I decided 
to descend Slate Range on the east (on foot) 
across a Darrow Valley and climb the western 
slope of the Paminents, which are about 
9,000 feet high, and obtain at ieast a good 
view of Death Valley. I estimated that in 
all, going and returning, I should walk 60 
miles and climb 15,000 feet, but I deem myself 
spore than repaid for the trouble and priva- 

on. 

From the summit of the Paniments the val- 
ley reminds one of a desolate frozen waste, 
covered by a narrow strip of drifting snow. 

Dore, the master of weird art, would find 
his powers fail him in trying to paint the 
scene, for, true it is, no production of his can 
convey any comprehensive idea of the lonely, 
silent grandeur of the mountains and the 
valley as viewed from the topof the Pani- 
ments. Over the surtace of the Fan! 
ments and in the canyons I saw many indi- 
cations of gold and slver. Croppings“ 
were visible everywhere, while vast ledges 
of white quartz, many feet in width, were 
plainly outlined for miles, I believe, judg- 
ing from the peculfar formation of the differ- 
ent strata, which I shall not enumerate here, 
that the Paniment Mountains are fabulously 
rich in gold and siiver, and that the 
advent of the Utah, Nevada & California 
Rallroad, which will occur in the near 
future, will result in one of the greatest 
mining excitements of ourtime. Plenty of 
water existsin the canyons, while from Oc- 
tober to May the climate Is simply delightful. 

Death Valley at present can be reached 
from Mojave. It is sixty miles to 
Pilot Butte and the Granite Springs, 
thence twenty-five miles to Wind- 
Mill Spring. Twenty-fve miles further 
to Lone Willow’’ Spring in the Slate 
Range, then fifty miles ee **Windy 
Gap’’ to the south end ofthe valley and the 
Anvil Sprifg; thence thirty-five miles to the 
deserted borax works. ‘Tis a lonely trip, 
for no human being livesanywhere along 
the whole route. A small band of Indians 
live on the west slope of the Paniment Moun- 
tains, about thirty-five miles from the old 
borax works. These are the only inhabi- 
tants for many miles in any direction. 

Gold was discovered in Death Valley dur- 
ing the 50’s, au account of which will be 
found quite interesting, and as Ihave met a 
number of persons who were in Los Angeles 
when the report came in, and who are fa- 
miliar with the details and subsequent 
events, we can accept it with someconf- 
dence. As well as my memory 
serves 1 shall relate the circum- 
stances as communicated to me. 
A man named Breyfogie anda number of 
companions, while.on their way (overland) 
to California, bad proceeded as far asthe 
State line, when they were attacked by In- 
dians, and all except Breyfogle were killed. 
He managed to esca andin some manner 
reached and crosse death Valley. During 
his wanderings wulle there he found some 
large nuggets of gold on the surface 
of the valley near the foot of the 
mountains. This fact seems to have 
endowed him with great energy, for after 
erecting some ‘‘monuments’’ for future 
identification he struck outinthe direction 
of Los Angeles, full 300 miles away, where he 
eventually arrived. It is said his feet were 
bare, cut, bruised and bleeding, while his 
body was covered with scars and resembied 
a living skeleton more than anything eise. 
How it was that he ever succeeded in cross- 
ing the desert, which at that time 
was entirely uninhabited, seems a miracle. 
He reported that gold in unknown quantity 
lay about the spot from which he had gcath- 
ered his nuggets, and arranged to guide a 

rty there in order to secure it. This fact 
— genera known resulted ina big ex- 
citement and the hasty organization of pros- 
pect parties, who headed at once for what ts 
now known. as the Anvil“ Spring. Brey- 
fogie refused to proceed further except with 
thuse he had selected to accompany him, 
which was decided on, the others intending 
to follow wher permitted. 

It is said that Breyfogle went out several 
times, buton every Occasion failed to find 
his claim, He was Openly denounced as a 
fraud and imposter, and an attempt was 
made to hang him,but bis own party rescued 
him. Following this he decided to make one 
more attempt and alone. 

Several days passed and he failed to return. 
Search parties endeavored to find him but 
without success. Disgusted and disappointed 
the expedition returned home, 

Years afterwards a party of prospectors 
found the skeleton of a man not far from the 
spring. Ina pouch that lay near it were bits 
of gold,

that were found near by were recognized as 
Breyfogie’s. Thus almost within call of his 
comrades did this man faint and perish.

„did not mention Gen. Wallace positively, 
because Ido not know about his private life 
and affairs. I do Know what the Harpers 
have paid him, and it is afortune.

nesses of thelr own—indeed, so far as I know 
them, allthe husbands who are alive have 
business—except one, and his business is the 
marketing of his wife’s productions. Finally, 
there is the famous author of the ‘Old Sleuth’ 
detective tales, who makes $15,000 a year, en- 
joys a fine library made up of his own abund- 
ant works and a copy of the Bible, and pre- 
sumably ‘dawdlesin drawing-rooms’ to his 
heart’s content. 

But all the rest have other sources of in- 
come. Henry C. Bunner Is the editor of 
Puck and a partnerin its ownership. Mr. 
Gliderisinthe same delightful fix on the 
Century Magazine. Kugene Field has a news- 
paper salary. Richard Harding Davis is 
associate editor of Harper’s Weekly. Brander 
Mathews is ofthe faculty of Columbia Col- 
lege. Henry Loomis Nelson has a newspaper 
salary, and so has Montgomery Schuyler. F. 
Hopkinson Smith is a inter as wellasa 
writer, and better than that, for his pocket 
he is a shrewd and successful contractor and 
business man.

ADULTERATED FOOD. 


Methods of Disguising False Products 
and How to Detect Them. 
Written for the SUNDAY POsT-DISPATCH. 
The adulteration of articles of food is by 


no means an ‘*invention’’ of modern times, 
but was practiced by our Classical ancestors. 
During the Middle Ages the cunning baker 
mixed his flour with lime, sand and gypsum, 
andon discovery was thrown intoa prison 
coll and compelied to eat the product of his 
entire bakery, which usually cured him of 
the fraudulent habit. 

The most important article of food in every 
household is the meat. The meat which 
comes from healthy animals is distinguished 
by a pleasant odor and fresh color, from a 
delicate pink toa deep carmihe, aceording to 
the animal from which it comes. It must be 
elastictothetouch.

Sausage Offers a wide field for adulteration 
of the most dangerous kind, and in the

The adulterations in this line are manifold. 
To produce the tresh red color, so alluring 
in sausage, fuchsine is mixed with the in 
gredients instead of blood, Itis a very com- 
mon practice to put flour in sausage and, 
while a little of its harmless, it nevertheless 
leads to early fermentation of the article in 
question. The buyer, however, is very much 
imposed upon when flour is added in large 
quantities, forit enables the sausage makers 
to add from 60 to 70 per cent. of water, which 
is paid for at the rate of meat. France has 
lately put a stop to this fraud by limiting 
the addit‘on of flour to 8 per cent. 

Fish are adulterated in the same way by 
rubbing their gills with aniline, which gives 
them the appearance of freshness. The api- 
line is easily washed off and the fraud de- 
tected, In fresh fish the eyes are full and 
protruding, while in old fish they are opaque, 
dulland sunken, ,The best way to recognize 
an old fish that is no longer fit to eat is to 
watch the gills, which emit an odor of decay 
if the fish is too old for use. 

Crawfish or crabs should always be bought 
alive. Crabs that are sold already cooked 
have usually been bolled after they 
dead, and soon decay, generating a very 
dangerous poison. A crawfish that has been 
boiled alive will showa curled and twisted 
tall, while on the other hand one that was 
cooked after death has the tall perfectiy 
straight. 

The dest way to tell butter from oleomar- 
garine Is to puta piece of it on a hot potato 
which has been boiled in the jacket and 
freshly peeled. Thetaste of butter is more 
pronounced when eaten in this way than an 
other, and the fraud is readily detected. It 
is also the safest way to discover the age of 
dairy or creamery butter. ‘

Further down the Plaisance to the west is 
the Street in Catro, This feature is not origi- 
nal with the Fair. The same scene was pro- 
Guced at the Paris Exposition, ana not as 
successful there as it is proving here. No- 
where can a more motley multitude be found 
on the Plaisance than that which is always 
crowded into this narrow and crooked street. 
Camels kneel on the pavement, and little 
donkeys, carrying men twice as large as 
themsélves on their backs, tear helter-skelter 
through the crowds.

Some Interesting Information About a 
Downy Industry. 


Written for the SUNDAY Tosr- DISPATCH. 
„St. Louis is the principal raw feather 
market of the United States and Missouri 
raises more geese than any other State,“ 
said Mr. F. k. Little one day, and then he told 
this story about feathers and the goose in- 


dustry: 

The States of Kentucky and Tennessee are 
the next two largest producers. The two 
most popular breeds are the Emden“ and 
the ‘*Toulouse’’ geese. Tue Emden“ geese 

remarkable for their snow-white 
feathers, which are preferred to those 
of **Toulouse’”’ which are 
nearly all grey. Emden 
geese were originally imported from the 
town of Emden, in the province of Hanover, 
near the North Sea. The Toulouse“ breed 
was brought from Toulon, in the south of 
France. 
United States these breeds have 
improved, especially in this State. 
The ciimate, soll and water of the 
above-named States are well adapted to the 
raising of geese for thelr feather product, 
making them superior in quality and white- 
ness to any produced elsewhere in this coun- 
try or in Europe. About one-fifth of every 
of geese raised in this 
are ganders, or males, 
nder can picked six 
times during the months between February 
and December, but the goose can only be 
picked four times. The goose lays its eggs 
and hatches them during the sprin 
months, April, May, and June, but wil 
not do so if its feathers are disturbed 
during this period. A Missouri goose will 
furnish about one and a half pounds of 
feathers yearly (about 5 per cent. of which is 
down), that is, four to five ounces at 
a picking. Fully one-third of the 
geese feathers produced are gray in color. 
The pure white grades are preferred and 
command a higher price, although the gray 
prime feathersare equallyas good as the 
white ones for general bedding purposes. 
The white gradesare given the preference 
simply because a 4 are more sightly than 
the gray ones. When new or prime live 
geese feathersare plucked before they are 
ripe, the qullls of such feathers will be found 
blood-stained, and will require extra care to 
steam purify thoroughly. Piucking the 
feathers at unseasonable times causes the 
next growth of feathers to become more 
quilly, and the easy of the feathersis not 
80 as those — 7 ed at the proper time. 
The German method of stripping the feathers 
from the guill has not proved a success and 
is not practiced in the United States, because 
a goose feather plllow loses its elasticity ina 
short time when robbed of its back-bone or 
quill. In addition to this a feather pillow 
made of stripped feathers becomes fiat and 
is not so healthful as one containing the full 
feathers, asthe latter allows a free circula- 
tion of air which the former does not. An all 
goose down pillowis for the latter reason 
not so good for sleeping purposes as an all 
feather — or part feather and down 
illow. Persons who use an all-down pillow 
for sleeping on will be troubled more or less 
with neuralgia or headache on account of its 
extra heating properties. 

Nearly ali the imported duck feathers 
brought into the United States come mainly 
from either China or Japan. The China duck 
feathers are really worthless for bedding 
purposes, as it is simply impossible to steam 
purify them. The morethey are steamed 
the greater the bad odor becomes. The 
China duck subsists on fish carrion,hence the 
disgusting odor which itisimpossible to get 
rid of; they are only washed by the 
German and Austrian firms before shipping 
them here, and no sooner are they put into a 
plliow than they begin to emit a very dis- 
agreeable odor, and the longer they are used 
the more unpleasant this odor becomes. 
There is also no teliing what contagious dis- 
eases are brought over along with these 
foreign duck grades from China and Japan, 
including the Russian or Polish seagull and 
Ptarmigan feathers thatare shipped here as 
a substitute for our white geese feathers. 
Our home-grown hen feathers are positively 
a luxury when compared to them. 

The demand for home-grown feathers is 
steadily on the increase, and as soon as their 
worth is thoroughly appreciated they will 
— forced all foreign stock from the mar.

and observing the stones over which the

Forty years later a gregt mass of the clit 
above, containing nearly an acre of pasture 
land,sunk perpendicularly for several yards, 
Aas this huge mass of cliff? went down, the 
sand about the straith, some’ distance from 
the subsiding cliff; shot up into the air to a 
height of from thirty to fifty feet, an entire 
mass nearly 100 feet broad and 800 feet long.

But after knowing Scarborough, I believe 
had there been no Dame Farrow and no 
**spaw,’’ bo earthquake and no rediscovery ; 
no grand Spa Saloon in the Italian Renais- 
sance style, accommodating. several thou- 
sand people, opened by the Lord Mayor of 
London; no spacious promenades or grand 
Oliff Bridge across the shadowy ravine; no 
grand aquarium, said to be the nest in the 
world; no splendid orchestra of 200 to 900 
performers; no broad sea-wall promenade, 
and no count less sheltering walks, grottoes 
and bowers, and no high-sounding names of 
North Chalybeate and South Salt-well, that 
the glorious face Scarborough sets 
to the German Ocean, its finest 
beach in Europe, and all the 
magic it taxes from the mighty sea, would 
have made the charming old town all that it 
now lis to countless thousands who loiter here 
for pleasure, rest or health. For back of 
ancient Scarborough town is Manchester and 
Keighley and Bradford and Wakefield and 
York and Huddersfield and Leeds, humming 
with spindles and clanging with cranes, and 
the coal pits of Lancashire and Yorkshire 
and Notts, where there are hundreds of 
thousands of strivers, white or grimy from 
endless toll. Often there are half a hundred 
thousand of such as these at Scarborough. 

Scenically considered, Scarborough and its 
harbor remind you instantly of Naples and 
its wos drous bay. 

From Castle Hill the South Sands circle 
away nearly two miles to the south. The 
foreshore is fully a fourth of a mile in width, 
with the gentlest possible deciination into 
the sea, and each receding tide leaves it as 
smooth, hard and sweet as a newly scrubbed 
pine floor. Down to this finest beach in 
Europe the old city crowds in curious bulld- 
ings, Jumbles of roofs and terraces, and the 
oddest and pleasantest of streets, from the 
outlying hills. If there were no shore, no 
sea and no thousands of idiets and 
bathers in bright medley to be seen, the 
loveiy, leafy, stair-like town would still de a 
pleasant place tosee. At the highest places 
are fine villas, great hotels, and splendid 
homes, rich in settings of ample verdure, 
curious old walls, strange and picturesque 
gateways, and fancifuliron and stone orna- 
ments of centuries ago. Cross streets, cir- 
cling with the harbor crescent, show odd 
high walls and glimpses of gables and creep- 
ing vines through stone approaches, like 
winsome embrasures on the one hand, and 
on the other you can almost step upon the 
red tilings of quaint old roofs below. 

Allabout youaretheruins of the ancient 
and stupendous Castle which wasonce the 
glory of Scarborough. Vast indeed were the 
medieval ‘strongholds of Britain, and this 
one, well nigh impregnable in its time, was 
one of the hugest fortresses of the entire 
Eastern coast. It was built by Earl William 
Le Gros, who married Adeliza, daughter of 
Wiliam the Conqueror, and who ruled in the 
East with princely authority. When Henry 
II. endeavored to break the power 
of the nobles which eclipsed the 
authority of the crownand commanded the 
demolition of their castles, he came here 
in person to see this great pile razed, but, 
struck with its splendid proportions and im- 
pregnability, increased its strength and 
magnificence instead. The tremendous moat 
on the landward side is well preserved. The 
stately Keep is still nearly 100 feet high with 
walls twelve feet in thickness; and in the 
castle yard can still be traced the splendid 
chapel which once was here, for no men 
were more pious than were these mighty 
pillagers and murderers of old. 

I have seen from 50,000 to 60,000 people at 
one time upon Scarborough beach, and Iam 
quite certain one-third of the number were 
sound asleep. This is most marked with 
the folks from the mills and mines. While 
the hundreds of bathing machines—those 
little covered wagons which are unknown in 
America but which are in England used for 
robing and disrobing, and are wheeled out 
and in with the tide—are constantly in use, 
it is the miadle class which thus disports. 
The operatives and miners who come tothe 
seaside come for the change, the rest, 
air.

Miss Jeanette Gilder Makes an Earnest 
Plea for ‘*Tailor-Made’’ Gowne. 


There is but one thing in which this wone- 
Gerful nineteenth century ts retrogressive, 
and that is fashion in woman’s clothes, 
There appears to be a most singular want of 
originality among the designers of costumes 
tor women. They seldom if ever give us any- 
thing that is new, but, instead, return to the 
fashion of past generations. 

I have often wondered at this want of in- 
ventive genius on the part of M. Worth and 
others and have never been able to explain it 
to my satisfaction. See how man’s fashions 
have been improved since the days of Beau 
Brammel, Ih) truth is, I dare say, that 
men are not such slaves to the dictates of the 
tyrant tailor. They have simplified their 
costumes and adapted them to their require- 
meats until there is only the slightest change 


in a year's fashions, so slight, indeed, that 


few men take any notice of it at ail, udes 
may, but who will be so bold as to call dudes 
men? A man’s dress suit lasts him until itis 
worn out.

The return 
to the simplicity of the empire fashions in 
Gress was a wise be because the dresses 
of that time were as simple as they were pic- 
turesque, but why a woman should make 
herself a ridiculous object, why she should 
wear a costume that could never be becom- 
ingorchic, simply because a man who has 
lost his faculty fur invention says she must, 
is something I never can understand.
